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EDITORIAL 


Rather than hassling alternative arts spaces such as Bad Girrls Studios, 
city officials should be looking for ways to help them thrive 





OR MORE THAN 100 years, the 
definition of art has been expanding. 
Galleries and museums — taking 
their cue from underground and grassroots 
movements — not only show paintings, 
sculptures, and photographs, but also stage 
concerts, performance art, and poetry read- 
ings. The aesthetic of art — both high and 
low — has for some time now been ener- 
gized by the spirit of rock and 
roll. Bad Girrls Studios, located 
on a second-floor space in Ja- 
maica Plain, occupies just such 
a psychic midpoint. 

Bad Girrls also exemplifies 
the sort of alternative arts space 
that helps make the city a vi- 
brant, interesting place to live 
in and to visit. For the grassroots alternative 
arts scene to grow and thrive, though, city 
officials and artists need to come to an un- 
derstanding. First, the city has to realize 
that such nonprofit groups cannot afford — 
and should not be subjected to — the regu- 
latory red tape that’s a fact of life for, say, 
mainstream nightclubs. Second, the artists 
themselves have to recognize that over- 
crowding and the free flow of unlicensed al- 
cohol pose a genuine threat to public safety. 

What’s needed is mutual respect — 
something that was absent on May 1, when 
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police stormed into Bad Girrls Studios like 
revenuers busting up a speakeasy (see “Alt 
Control,” News and Features, June 11). On 
that occasion, police reported that people 
were paying an $8 cover charge to get in- 
side, that wine and beer were being sold 
without a license, and that a fire exit was 
blocked. A week later, police returned; 
though there was no bar this time, some 
patrons apparently brought alco- 
hol in with them, and several 
were arrested on charges.such as 
disorderly conduct and indecent 
exposure 

Fortunately, confrontation has 
given way to cooperation. Last Fri- 
day, code-violation complaints 
against Jessica Brand, the executive 
director of Bad Girrls, were continued without 
a finding until mid-December (see “This Just 
In,” page 9). And Brand made it clear that she 
wants to do things the right way so that her 
organization — which runs an arts program 
for young girls, offers free drawing classes, 
and provides meeting space to arts-related 
groups — can fulfill its mission. 

It’s important, though, that the process 
consist of something other than give on 
Brand’s part and take on the city’s. For in- 
stance, Brand has disputed the police con- 
tention that Bad Girrls had set up a cash

As someone who lived in the Cathedral 
project in the 50s and in Orchard Park dur- 
ing the ’60s, I read with more than passing 
interest Sarah McNaught’s piece [“False 
HOPE?”, News and Features, May 28]. 

The federal government’s HOPE VI pro- 
gram sounds like a nitwit program developed 
by folks who have never lived in housing pro- 
jects. Sounds good on paper, but it won’t help 
folks searching for scarce affordable housing. 

Personally, I always thought project life 
was a last resort for people who couldn’t af- 
ford private-sector housing. Just as I’ve 
never liked the idea that projects create ur- 
ban ghettos for the poor, neither do I place 
much hope in attracting middle-class folks 
to share in the misery of public housing. 

My family left Orchard Park in 1965. It 
was the last time my family lived in public 
housing. I do not look back with fondness 
on my days there. We chose project life be- 
cause it was the only choice at the time. 

Cathedral needs to be given the Madison 
Hotel treatment. Knock it down and start 
from scratch, building good affordable 
housing for poor and working people. Cre- 
ate real communities, not prison-like pro- 
jects with invisible walls around them.

FENWAY FALLACIES 


I object to the numerous inaccuracies in 
your recent article about the May 26, 1999 
BRA/IPOD meeting in the Fenway [“Prime 
Time,” News and Features, June 4]. 

As a member of the steering committee, 
I am greatly disturbed by your false char- 
acterization of the Fenway Action Coali- 
tion as “militantly anti-development.” The 
Fenway Action Coalition has repeatedly 
and publicly supported the KAFNI devel- 
opment plan drafted by the Fenway Com- 
munity Development Corporation and 
other community members in the first In- 
terim Planning Overlay District, which 
the Boston Redevelopment Authority sus- 
pended in 1992. KAFNI calls for the de- 
velopment of low-rise, mixed-use struc- 
tures — including housing, retail, and

commercial spaces — in keeping with the 
scale and urban texture of the Fenway 
community. I further object to your char- 
acterization of Peter Catalano as FAC’s 
“propaganda minister.” That’s a cheap 
shot, and an odious label to pin on a 
committed community activist. 

The May 26 meeting did indeed involve 
numerous heated exchanges among com- 
munity groups, neighborhood residents, 
and the BRA. In my opinion, this is the nat- 
ural outcome of the BRA’s deliberate failure 
to properly advise the neighborhood of the 


bar on May 1. In fact, she told the Phoenix 
that the club was merely soliciting dona- 
tions. Regulations require that a one-time 
alcohol license be obtained even when pay- 
ments are voluntary. But there is no moral 
or practical difference between the alcohol 
that was offered at Bad Girrls and the free 
wine handed out at fancy Newbury Street 
art-gallery openings. 

Esther Kaplan, the city’s new cultural- 
affairs commissioner, has begun working 
with Volunteer Lawyers for the Arts to 
help keep organizations such as Bad Girrls 
informed about how to stay on the right 
side of the regulatory line. 

That’s fine — as far as it goes. What’s 
needed is for the city to recognize that the line 
shouldn’t necessarily be drawn in exactly the 
same place for every organization and in ev- 
ery circumstance. A nonprofit alternative arts 
organization such as Bad Girrls shouldn’t be 
treated like a for-profit nightclub just because 
it sets out a jar for donations. 

Mayor Tom Menino often boasts about 
his support for the city’s arts community. 
Here’s a chance for his administration to 
cut through some red tape and boosta vital, | 
if not very visible, part of that community. |

meeting. An appropriate focus for your sto- 
ry would have been the BRA’s nefarious at- 
tempt to create a supposed neighborhood 
IPOD task force composed entirely of indi- 
viduals pre-selected by BRA personnel.

The General's Daughter 


Who killed The General's 
Daughter? In the original 
Nelson DeMille book, a 
bestselling murder mystery, 
the daughter of the title is 
found murdered. A military 
investigator’s search for the 
killer is complicated when 
he uncovers the victim’s 
kinky sexual past and her 
father, a war hero with 
political ambitions, tries tg 
hush it up, pinning the 
blame on the most obvious 
suspect. But the investigator is not satisfied . . . 

Neither were the various filmmakers involved in the property’s long process of adaptation 
to the screen. The star, John Travolta, the producer, Mace Newfield of Hunt for Red October 
fame, and a succession of screenwriters including the venerable William Goldman apparently 
all took a shot at rewriting the ending of the book and reassigning the guilt for its central 





crime. 

“Over a seven-year period there were a number of writers,” admits Newfield. “The problem 
was who the killer was. There were three scripts with three different culprits. It’s typical. If it 
doesn’t happen quickly, they go back into the development process. Sometimes you have to 
find your way back to the first draft that the first writer did and say, wait a minute.” 

That was the response of director Simon West, who in his debut, Con Air, demonstrated a 
knack for taking a generic studio product and tweaking it with quirky wit and black humor. 
“Did we draw lots to see who would be the killer? No. It’s a big movie, we took it seriously, 
we didn’t just draw lots. We flipped a coin. I can’t even remember who did it in the original 
script, there were so many versions. There was a sword fight at the end of one of them. 

“So I went back to how the book was, unpicking the seven years of development. I really 
just edited down the book, I don’t know why if you have a decent book everybody has to stick 
something in. This version was much closer to the book than any other draft ever was.” 

Well, almost. John Trvolta, who plays the military investigator, initially wanted his wife, 
Kelly Preston, isi the role of his love interest, another military investigator assigned to the case. 
That changed. “We’d booked ourselves in it,” he explains, “and then the contract hadn’t 
closed and we found another piece that we felt was better suited for us. That was The 
Shipping News. Which it looks like we’re not going to do now, but at that time we thought 
that was better for us than this piece. In theory, it was and is, but we'll do something else. She 
ended up immediately getting cast in Kevin Costner’s For the Love of the Game. This was 
better for Madeleine [Stowe] to do with me, and that was better for her to do with Kevin. It 
worked out perfectly.” 

For him, maybe. With Preston out, her part — filled at the last minute by Stowe — grew 
smaller and smaller, to West’s dismay. “In one of the drafts they were actually trying to get rid 
of the Stowe character. I said, you’ve got to have a woman in the story because it’s about 
women in the military, and the only other woman is dead. So I kind of hung onto that.” 

Meanwhile, Travolta, who’s one of Scientology’s most famous followers (Tom Cruise is 
another), has already moved on to his next big project, an adaptation of Battlefield Earth, the 
sci-fi bestseller by Scientology founder F Ron Hubbard. “We are in mid preproduction. We 

start in July. We’ve got the co-director of Star Wars, Roger Christian, we’ve got the 
cinematographer from Star Wars, we’ve got the people from Independence Day and Godzilla 
doing all the creative design, we’ve got Barry Pepper, Forest Whitaker, and a great cast. We’re 
hoping that it will be a huge success for everyone. I’m playing a 10-foot-tall alien.” 

Somehow, after The General’s Daughter, that makes all the sense in the world.

Taiwan Cafe 
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BY ROBERT NADEAU Someone told me he saw on television that Radius, 


a newish restaurant downtown, has been named one of the 50 best of 


something. I haven’t reviewed Radius, but I have eaten there, and I’ve noticed 


that reviews seem to depend on 
holding out for one transcendent 
dish — always a dish I didn’t have. 

On the other hand, I had at least 
two, maybe three transcendent 
dishes a few blocks away from 
Radius, at Taiwan Café, a place 
that has barely been noticed by the 
English-language press and has yet 
to be named among the best of 
anything. 

Taiwan Café is, in fact, one of 
the best restaurants ever in 
Chinatown, although it is also 
probably the restaurant in 
Chinatown least concerned with 
attracting non-Chinese customers. 
Not that there’s any hostility, but 
there are untranslated specials on 
the wall, a lack of forks (supplied 
immediately on request), and no 
credit cards accepted. None of the 
menu headings — appetizers, 
soups, noodles, vegetables, special- 
ties — are translated at all. So the 

English-only reader is immediately 
confused. (By the way, the Chinese 
name of the restaurant is not 
Taiwan Café. It is something like 
“Seaside Flavor,” if my trusty copy 
of McCawley’s The Eater’s Guide 
to Chinese Characters is up to 
speed.) 

However, there is nothing more 
reassuring than the good smells and 
good-looking dishes around the 
room. We asked our waitress to 
explain the specials on the wall, 
which she did; we asked two young 
women at a nearby table what their 
good-looking dish was, and they 
helpfully looked it up for us on the 
English side of the menu. We 
ordered a lot of things, and the 
waitress repeated them back exactly. 

Our confident ordering seemed 
to melt any remaining reserve, and 
for the rest of our meal servers 
vied for tableside rights — more 
French-type service than one usu- 
ally sees in Chinatown — and the 
manager made small talk with us. 
It also helped that everything was 
quite good, and we pitched right 
in. One of my companions won- 
dered if I’d been recognized as a 
restaurant critic. Since the room 
was by this time filled with cus- 
tomers, and we were the only non- 
Asians present, I suggested that 
this restaurant wasn’t too con- 
cerned about how it was reviewed 
in English. 

The only thing we had that any 
reader would find unusual, howev- 
er, was “spicy anchovy” ($4.50), 
an appetizer of tiny dried fish and 
green chilies that actually had a 
very appetizing balance of heat and 
mild fishiness. This was the wait- 
ress’s suggestion, since they were 
out of “small clams with garlic.” 
Steamed vegetarian ravioli ($4.95) 
were absolutely first-rate by any 
standard, evidently homemade,

shredded ginger. But its flesh, once 
boned and served by eager waiters, 
was so much lighter than halibut in 
texture, with such a buttery-rich 
flavor, that it could only have been 
cut from a large flounder. 

Taiwan Café also has a superb 
version of “sautéed sprout of snow 
peas” ($9.95), in which the delicate 
tendrils are neither overcooked nor 
drowned in garlic oil. We saw a 
dish on a neighboring table that 
turned out to be “Chinese vegetable 


the manager volunteered what he 
called the “summer special.” This 
is a big dish of crushed ice mixed 
with some condensed milk, red 
beans, candied barley, cubes of stiff 
jelly, and a few lotus seeds and 
gingko nuts. Waiters apportion this 
into smaller bowls, and you have 
something vaguely like coffee ice 
with some solids. This was a good 
way to end the meal, and | ate all 
of mine with relish. I think it may 
cost $2.50 per person, but I 
wouldn’t swear to that under oath. 
The atmosphere at Taiwan Café is 
minimal. It’s a small room, and most 
of it is taken up by people intent on 
eating incredibly delicious things. 
There do seem to be a lot of servers

with thin, delicate skins and a fill- 
ing that would make anyone want 
to be a vegetarian. “Pork and 
mushroom thick soup” ($3.25 to 
serve three or four) — a complete 
shot in the dark — was thickened 
with a little cornstarch, but was 
basically a clear, slightly tart soup 
with delectable pork balls and 
effective shreds of cilantro and 
wood ear. 

The most amazing dish we had 
— Radius, take note — was 
home-style sautéed eggplant with 
basil ($6.95). Don’t try to take this 
home: the effect depends in part 
on fried Chinese purple eggplant 
hitting the table at a steaming hot, 
succulent peak. The sauce is a little 
spicy, but strongly aromatic, with a 
distinctive Asian-basil aroma. 

A close second was our conclud- 
ing steamed flounder ($18.95). 
This came to the table under- 
cooked in a chafing dish, with 
alcohol lamps underneath actually 
finishing the cooking. The fish 
looked like three halibut steaks 
under the usual blanket of fine- 





with black mushroom” ($6.95) and 
ordered ourselves one. The 
“Chinese vegetable” part was a 
bright-green baby bok choy as 
addictive as any junk food, and the 
plumped-up dried mushrooms went 
quickly as well. 

Tea-smoked duck ($14.95) had 
the usual lovely flavor and tender 
texture, as well as the usual fatty 
skin and bones. They do give you 
the entire duck, so this cool-tem- 
perature dish could cover your 
meat needs on a hot night. “Sweet- 
sour and spicy squid roll” ($12.95) 
sounded like it would be weird, but 
was actually a fairly familiar sweet- 
and-sour dish, and the “squid roll” 
turned out to be rings. It wasn’t 
batter-fried, but it was a prosaic 
dish on an otherwise dazzling table. 

Rice at Taiwan Café is quite 
good, aromatic, and a little sticky. 
Weak tea is served in large mugs. 
Tsingtao beer is the alcoholic bev- 
erage of choice here; it may even 
be the only choice. We didn’t sec- 
ond-guess it for a minute. 

The menu lists no desserts, but 


in Taiwan Café T-shirts, and they 
put things on plates the way fancy 
French waiters do, but the dishes 
aren’t highly decorated. This is cer- 
tainly not the ornamental Taiwanese 
cuisine of Taiwan’s TV chef, Fu Pei 
Mei. She would never put up with 
the awful racket of the ice-crushing 
machine in her dining room. 

One of the local critics who said 
Radius would be a great restaurant 
also said not to go there for a year. 
I don’t think you need to wait on 
Taiwan Café, but I also don’t want 
to flood the place with Phoenix 
readers all at once. So you can go 
this month if you promise to order 
and eat sea cucumber, duck 
tongue, or liver and spinach soup. 
Another group can work on the 
$5.95 lunch specials. And readers 
whose last names begin with M 
through Z can go after 10 p.m. on 
weekdays. The idea is to encourage 
this venture, not trample it or drive 
it underground. a

tables at Lodo, we don’t know about it. This Hanover Street 
bistro, with windows that roll back on sunny days, is situated at 


just the right angle so you can, in theory, look out over the 


Boston skyline while you eat. Whenever the dig is “done” (eye- 


roll) you'll be able to enjoy a totally unobstructed view. 
For now, what you can see is the upper half of the skyline. 
And that, in addition to the exposed brick and linen tablecloths, 


makes Lodo a very chic place — and lunch is a fantastically 
cheap time to check it out. The entrées are high-quality tradi- 
tional Italian (read: fresh ingredients, grandma’s recipe), but 


with a contemporary spin (multicolored pepper garnishes; 


tiramisu with strawberry sauce). The half-dozen lunch specials 
are all priced at $4.95; we found the gnocchi and the chicken 


primavera to be among the best.

A misleading message on lead poisoning 


Loretta Long, who plays Susan on Sesame Street, 
has been a reassuring figure to kids and parents for 
years — and she does her best to maintain that 
soothing demeanor in Lead Poisoning: A Message to 
Parents of Young Children, the new Lead Industries 
Association video in which she appears. But the 
Environmental Defense Fund and the Alliance to End 
Childhood Lead Poisoning (AECLP) say the video is 
so misleading that it could endanger children’s health, 
and they are urging the trade group to recall it. 

The free video, which the group is offering 
through its Web site and pitching to health 
departments around the country, is meant to 
educate parents about how children are exposed to 
lead and how to prevent contamination. But it 
glosses over the actual consequences of lead 
exposure, according to Barbara Monfort, project 
manager for AECLP. 

“For instance, the video fails to mention how lead

poisoning causes learning and 
behavior difficulties,” Monfort 
says. “It also fails to point out that 
890,000 preschoolers are 
currently lead-poisoned. In fact, it 
doesn’t even offer practical tips on 


how to repair peeling paint or remove lead- 
contaminated dust.” Monfort says the video actually 
supplies false information, emphasizing tactics such 
as hand-washing and careful housekeeping without 
acknowledging that neither method reliably prevents 
lead poisoning. 

“Numerous public-health departments nationwide 
are in the process of reviewing the tape and sending 
their own letters of opposition to the Lead 
Industries Association,” Monfort says. The 
association has not responded to the AECLP plea or 
to phone calls from the Phoenix.

The other evil empire 


To anti-phone-company 
crusader Bruce Kushnick, 
the renewal of Star Wars 
fever is an amusing 
reminder of the misdeeds 
of what he calls the 
nation’s evilest industry. 

“It's no coincidence that 
Darth Vader and Bell 
Atlantic use the same 
spokesperson, have the 
same voice,” says 
Kushnick, referring to the 
basso profundo of actor 
James Earl Jones. 

Kushnick knows 
something about the dark 
side, having worked as a 
telecommunications analyst for several phone companies. The so-called 
Baby Bells, he says, have ripped off American consumers to the tune of 
billions of dollars by overcharging and by failing to create the fiber-optic 
infrastructure they promised — but sticking us with the bill anyway. 

Kushnick recently turned his years of research into what he says is 
the only exposé of the Baby Bells: a 500-page self-published tome called 
The Unauthorized Bio of the Baby Bells & Info-Scandal. “The phone 
companies have told me | was wrong, | was inaccurate, etc.,” says the 
New York City resident. “But most of the data | use is their data” 

According to his conclusions, the Baby Bells owe consumers about 
$30 billion in refunds for massive profits they never reinvested in the 
promised fiber-optic lines. What's more, he says, consumers don't 
realize how much money the companies make on services such as call- 
waiting and directory assistance. 

What hides the rip-off, says Kushnick, is that most people’s only 
contact with the phone companies — their monthly phone bill — is so 
hopelessly confusing. “The Bells have been able to cover their tracks 
well,” he says. “That’s the bottom line. The phone bill is too complicated, 
so how can people complain when they don’t even know what they are 
looking at?” 

To be sure, Kushnick’s dense, chart-filled book is equally tough going 
for the average reader — and it’s not cheap at $49.95 (paperback). But 
Kushnick hopes that people will read it and get pissed. Meanwhile, he 
says, he’s preparing to file complaints against the Bells with the IRS 
and the Federal Communications Commission. Then, he says, it will be 
time for the rebels to begin plotting to defeat the empire. “What has to 
happen next is that people of conscience have to rise up,” he says. 
“People need to get mad, and then we have to figure out what to do 
with them once they are mad.”

Another chance for Fenway activists 


The bell will sound next week for a 
follow-up round in the contentious 
business of setting up a new community 
planning process for Fenway 
development. 

City development officials will again 
meet with Fenway residents and 
activists to work toward an Interim 
Planning Overlay District (IPOD) 
in the neighborhood, establishing 
a task force that, in theory, will 
give residents additional 
opportunities to review new 
development, as well as a 
hand in establishing new 
zoning guidelines for the 
area. 

Competing neighborhood 
organizations were at each other’s 
throats at the last IPOD assembly (see “Fenway 
Follies,” News and Features, June 4), and some activists 
blasted the Boston Redevelopment Authority for failing to advertise 

the meeting and then for running it poorly. Activists hope to use the IPOD process as a tool to help them 
stand up to the Boston Red Sox as the team eyes a new Fenway stadium — which opponents fear would 
overwhelm a neighborhood already facing numerous development proposals. 

“1 think we are looking to get a fair hearing for community concerns, and I think there are clearly some 
differences within the community about what would be acceptable in terms of a ballpark and other 
development, but there is also a lot of agreement about what is not acceptable,” says Steve Wolf, a board 
member of the Fenway Community Development Corporation. “The first thing [that’s unacceptable] is 
hearing that the existing stadium can’t be renovated without any supporting information from the Red 
Sox. .. . Beyond that, I think there are a lot of people who don’t want to see it on Boylston Street. I also 
think there’s a sizable group at least willing to see the details of the Red Sox proposal.”

She’s no longer facing a criminal 
complaint, but Jessica Brand, who 
runs the Jamaica Plain alternative 
arts space Bad Girrls Studios, won't 
be off the hook for running afoul of 
city licensing codes until the end of 
the year (see “Alt Control,” News and 
Features, June 11). 

The 26-year-old performance 
artist was charged with violating 
alcohol, fire-safety, and entertainment 
codes after a May 1 concert, but 
those charges were dropped on 
Friday when Sergeant John Devaney 
failed to show up for Brand’s West 
Roxbury District Court hearing. 





The case has been closely 
watched by many in the area’s 
alternative arts community. For most 
advocates, the real issue is not 
whether Bad Girrls violated city 
codes (it did, but Brand says she 
thought her space was kosher). 
Rather, they say, the case shows 
how needlessly difficult it can be for 
cultural nonprofits to navigate the 
City Hall licensing maze.

Accepting an award for his direction of the Huntington Theatre Company's 
Gross Indecency: The Three Trials of Oscar Wilde, Michael Bloom quoted 
Wilde’s remark that “all art is quite useless,” adding that awards ceremonies 
are essential.

They're reusable, versa- 


basic metal skewers cost 
$3.99 per half-dozen at Kitchen Etc. 
Bamboo skewers, lighter and less likely 
to administer second-degree burns, are 
a steal ($1.89 for 100 at Kitchen Etc.). 

Just as anything edible can be skew- 
ered (try fruit!), anything woody can be 
used as a skewer. Sugar cane (79 
cents a pound at Bread & Circus) 
imparts a subtle sweetness to every- 
thing it touches, and hard-stemmed 
herbs such as rosemary will happily 
release their herbaceousness. 

In the belly of the grill, you want the 
real thing: hardwood charcoal.

But it’s only hard if you don't have a 
chimney starter, a cheap galvanized- 
metal gadget that costs about $12 at 
Tags Ace Hardware. It’s a metal cylinder 
with an open top, holes on the 
bottom, and a heatproof 
wooden handle. Stack 


cook in a few minutes. 

Last, but definitely not least, you need to 
know when your meal is done. The quick- 
and-dirty way is to cut into the meat with 
a knife, but try using an instant-read ther- 
mometer ($16.99 for a Taylor Digital at 
Kitchen Etc.) instead. An easy-to-use 
chart is included so you don't accidentally 
undercook your chicken.

My wife recently had a cast removed and was given a metal brace 
that is strapped on with Velcro. Walking was painful until she put a 
couple of magnets against the afflicted area under an elastic ban- 
dage. Now she is pursuing the optional roller-skate attachment for 
the brace. She claims the magnets somehow “cancel out” the pain. 
Do the magnets actually do something, or is the peroxide seeping 


through her scalp?

I was all set to write this off as the usual New Age BS, but figured 
I should riffle through the medical journals just in case. What do 
you know? At least one study claims that magnets produce salubri- 
ous results. 

The unexpected results were reported in 1997 by Dr. Carlos Vall- 
bona at Baylor College of Medicine. Fifty patients suffering pain in 
the aftermath of polio were treated by having small magnets taped 
to the affected parts of their bodies. Twenty-nine patients got real 
magnets and 21 got fakes. The study was double-blind, so neither 
patients nor staff knew who got the real ones. The patients rated 
their pain on a 10-point scale before and after a 45-minute therapy 
session. The patients with real magnets reported a major decrease in 
pain (from 9.6 down to 4.4 on average), while those with fakes re- 
ported much less improvement (from 9.5 down to 8.4). 

Objections to this study: /) the investigators had previously re- 
ported that magnets relieved their own pain and may have been bi- 
ased; 2) double-blind or not, it’s pretty easy to tell a real magnet 
from a fake one, and some patients may have told the doctors what 
they wanted to hear; and 3) we’re talking about just one study. Pre- 
vious research into magnetic therapy came up dry. 

The real problem with magnetic therapy — and related issues like 
whether low-level electromagnetic fields have adverse health effects 
— is that no one’s proposed a plausible physiological explanation 
for how magnetism works on the body’s cells. (I don’t mean all that 
crap in the ads about “negative and positive ion energy levels”; I 
mean something you could say in the lab without drawing shrieks of 
laughter.) The guru of modern magnetic therapy, Dr. Kyoichi Nak- 
agawa of Japan, claims that magnets alleviate “magnetic field defi- 
ciency syndrome,” said to result from the diminishing strength of 
the earth’s magnetic field, which on the plausibility scale rates just 
above channeling space aliens. You have to be skeptical on general 
principles — magnets and related therapies have inspired centuries 
of quackery. 

But provided you don’t spend too much or fail to see a doctor if 
you’ve got a serious complaint, wearing magnets won’t do you any 
harm. Just don’t be surprised if the next study says it was in your 
head all along. 


I’ve heard that rubbing one’s hands on stainless steel under run- 
ning water removes the smell of garlic. Does this really work, and if 
so, how?

I’m as bad as the magnet guys when I say this, but here’s what I’ve 
found out so far: nobody knows why, but it seems to work. Based on 
the usual rigorous home experiments, the Straight Dope Science Ad- 
visory Board agrees that stainless steel not only gets rid of garlic 
smell, it also gets rid of any other kind of smell. This report from 
Larasaurus: “Stainless steel worked great on garlic smell. But what 
was really cool was our friend (and masseur) Jonathan showed up 
straight from a massage he’d given some icky old guy who wore a lot 
of icky-old-guy cologne. Jonathan reeked of it. He’d already washed 
his hands twice, and he washed them again after the smell was still 
knocking me out. So we had him try the SS treatment. It didn’t to- 
tally eliminate the cologne smell, but it reduced the offensivity factor 
by about 10: you couldn’t smell it unless you were sitting next to 
Jonathan, instead of across the room from him.

You know any explanation 
containing the word “ionization” has got to be a crock. But that’s all 
we've got for now. EI

country, and it's made up of people from law 

firms small and large. The squawk surround- 
ing Hillary Clinton's potential candidacy for the New 
York Senate vacancy highlights some of the draw- 
backs of this set-up. Every four years or so, we must 
have yet another argument about which of these 
people has earned the right to a turn at bat. (How, 
otherwise, would Bill Bradley have come under con- 
sideration for the presidency of anything?) There are 
lots of potential players to choose from, because too 
many of these folks just don't have enough to do. 
This is illustrated clearly by the prospect of a soon- 
to-be-ex-president who is barely out of his 40s: what 
hole can possibly be worthy of such a peg? That 
question is too daunting to think about at the mo- 
ment; liberals and members of the press have decid- 
ed, instead, to focus their attention on finding some- 
thing for his wife to do. 

Personally, | am more interested in whether Mrs. 
Clinton walks than in whether she runs. Her empha- 
sis on the first person in her recent interview with 
Dan Rather, coupled with the announcement that 
she is moving to New York — by which she means 
the Upper West Side of Manhattan — is, in any 
case, intriguing. What if she wants to be Senator 
Rodham? If she decides to exercise that option (as, 
after using her daughter as a stage prop, she ought), 
she will have earned the right to duck questions 
about her marriage. But if not, then she will no longer 
have the first lady's privilege of claiming the protec- 
tion of gallantry, while using that protection as a 
shield for the launching of diatribes. The least im- 
pressive of these diatribes — less convincing even 
than the one about the “vast right-wing conspiracy” 
— was the allegation that criticism of the Clintons 
was motivated by a snobbish dislike of people from 
Arkansas. Since Mrs. Clinton — | don't call her 
Hillary because | don’t know the woman — is actual- 
ly from a tony suburb of Illinois, this raises questions 
about her true identity, her geographic loyalties, and 
her destiny (in which we all, of course, owe her our 
attention because of everything she has been 
through on our behalf). 

If she runs as Rodham, | won't go to her press 
conferences and ask if she watched the Juanita 
Broaddrick interview. | won't ask why she insisted on 
the secret re-hiring of Dick Morris as Grand Vizier. | 
won't ask her: “Health care, Ms. Rodham — what

HE HEADLINE ON the front of Sunday’s New York Times — 

STARR MAY ISSUE REPORT CRITICAL OF THE CLINTONS — looked like a 

déja vu remembrance of a déja vu moment. The subtext, though, was 
a cold, hard shot of reality for those who’ve worked themselves into an 
ecstatic lather over the possibility that Hillary Rodham Clinton will be the 
next senator from New York. 


The story, by Neil Lewis, quoted an 
unnamed source who said independent 
counsel Ken Starr — yes, him again — 
is thinking about issuing a final report 
that “might be ‘blistering’ in its descrip- 
tions of her actions.” 

Of course, the widely reviled Starr 
isn’t going to change anyone’s mind 
about Hillary. Nevertheless, the story 
served as the most prominent indication 
yet that the wildly popular first lady is 
not going to have the opportunity to run 
for the Senate seat being vacated by 
Daniel Patrick Moynihan. 

Oh, sure, the Democratic candidate 
will be named Hillary Clinton — but 
she won’t be the fawned-over sympa- 
thetic martyr to her husband’s libido 
who’s emerged as something of a 
wounded icon during the past several 
years. Rather, the Hillary who hopes to 
take Manhattan and the rest of New 
York will, of necessity, be the hard- 
edged, ethically indifferent, health-care- 
botching: Clinton who was cryogenically 
frozen after the disastrous congressional 
elections of 1994. 

Times columnist Mau- 
reen Dowd, desperately 
casting about for some- 
thing with which to fill her 
1500-words-a-week quota 
now that Bill and Monica 
are kaput, instantly un- 


derstood the threat posed by the latest 
Starr report. No doubt she was think- 
ing: God almighty, what if Hillary de- 
cided not to run? After making some 
lame Austin Powers analogies in her 
Sunday column (Starr as Dr. Evil, Bill 
Clinton as the shagadelic playboy presi- 
dent), she concluded with a plea to 
Starr: go away. Now. Yes, it must have 
been a frightening moment for Dowd, 
with 16 months’ worth of cheap and 
easy Hillary Clinton—versus—Rudy 
Giuliani columns flashing before her 
eyes. 

But not to worry. Hillary’s running. 
She’s got to, now that she’s squeezed 
out all of the other potential Democratic 
candidates and even gotten Representa- 
tive Nita Lowey, who actually comes 
from New York, to back off. Quitting 
now would amount to a gross act of 
selfishness — something that Bill would 
do as easily as spending a dime, but that 
she, presumably, is above. 

The movie analogy that Hillary’s can- 
didacy calls to mind thus far is not 
Austin Powers but, 
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THE HILLARY FILES: national 
magazines have hyped the Clinton 
campaign as if it were the latest 
summer blockbuster, but will the 
public get sick of it before it hits 
the screen? 


rather, The Phantom Menace. Like the 
latest Star Wars vehicle, the HRC cam- 
paign has been the subject of an ex- 
traordinary amount of hype. Dan 
Rather made an even bigger fool of him- 
self than usual in a gooey one-on-one 
on 60 Minutes IT. Time (SENATOR CLIN- 
TON?) and Newsweek (HER TURN) 
weighed in with cover pieces the same 
week; they even led with similar anec- 
dotes about Representative Charlie 
Rangel, the Harlem Democrat who first 
suggested that Hillary would make a 
good senator. The normally sensible 
James Bennet wrote a gushing cover 
profile for the New York Times Maga- 
zine in which his principal misgiving was 
that, gosh, she might not be liberal 
enough for New York Democrats. 
(Sounds like fodder for a Clinton cam- 
paign ad.) 

The danger is that, as with The Phan- 
tom Menace, the public might well get 
sick of this particular show before it 
even opens. We'll find out soon enough: 
with her announcement that she is, in- 
deed, forming an exploratory commit- 

tee, the curtain is about to rise. 

There are signs that the novelty is al- 

ready beginning to wear off. After 

starting out with a lead of a dozen or 

SO points over New York mayor Giu- 

liani, Hillary has fallen back into a 

dead heat. “This trend confirms a ba- 

sic rule about politics: candidates 

tend to be most desirable when they 

are least available (think Colin Pow- 
ell),” observed Elizabeth Kolbert 
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SO MANY CHOICES: corrupt lawyer, fuzzy-headed idealist, man-hating dominatrix, Vogue model, murderous Lady 
Macbeth, savior of the New York Democratic Party? 





in the New Yorker. And Giuliani’s recovery in 
the polls took place at a time when he was 
under unprecedented attack because of the 
brutal excesses of his police department. The 
truth is that Giuliani, no matter how unlik- 
able he may be, has presided over one of the 
great success stories of the ’90s: the come- 
back of New York City. As the campaign 
grinds on, one suspects that will come to be 
seen as far more important to voters than 
Hillary’s personal drama. (“To fix her psy- 
che, we’re supposed to give her one of our 
Senate seats. We are a One-Step Program 
for the emotional and political addict,” 


sneered Richard Brookhiser in the New York 
Observer last week.) 

Besides, even on the small stuff, Hillary 
can be as annoyingly slippery as Bill. Exam- 
ple: her ridiculous assertion that she, an Illi- 
nois native and long-time self-described 
Chicago Cubs fan, is also a big Yankees 
booster. How? Well, you see, if you like the 
Cubs, you can’t like the White Sox, so you 
need an American League team to root for, 
and .. . Sounds like her husband trying to 
explain what he means by sex. “If Herbert 
Kohl were retiring, not Daniel Patrick 
Moynihan, would she be a lifelong Brewers 


fan?” asked Boston Globe/ESPN baseball 
analyst Peter Gammons on Sunday. 

The nastiest take on the Clinton campaign 
so far was John Ellis’s Globe column of 
June 5. But Ellis, in dismissing Clinton as 
someone who “has accomplished nothing of 
importance,” “a partner at a second-tier law 
firm in a third-rate state” who “entered into 
a corrupt real-estate partnership that to this 
day she has never adequately explained,” 
missed the real (that is, the pop-cultural) sig- 
nificance of all this — accurate though his 
assessment may be. 

The Clinton-for-Senate campaign isn’t 
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about who should succeed Moynihan, or 
whether Hillary’s coalition of liberals, femi- 
nists, and African-Americans can defeat the 
conservatives and suburbanites who will pre- 
sumably support Giuliani. Rather, it’s about 
the Two Faces of Hillary. 

Up till now, we’ve seen the reinvented 
Hillary, the demure, self-denying helpmate, 
the sensible but stylish Vogue model who 
self-righteously inveighed against vast right- 
wing conspiracies rather than allow herself to 
believe for one minute that her Bill was get- 
ting blowjobs from the office help. 

What we're about to be reintroduced to is 
the unsmiling Hillary who doesn’t bake 
cookies, who somehow turned a $1000 in- 
vestment into a $100,000 windfall, who’s 
rumored to be the dark force behind Travel- 
gate, Filegate, and Whitewater, who drafted 
in secret the doomed, Rube Goldberg—esque 
Clintoncare universal-health plan, and who, 
depending on which lunatic-fringe theery 
you care to indulge, is either a man-hating 
lesbian socialist or a Lady Macbeth who had 
her boyfriend Vincent Foster murdered and 
dragged out of the White House in order to 
cover up her criminal misconduct. 

Even former White House aide George 
Stephanopoulos, in his book All Too Human, 
puts considerable blame for the Clintons’ 
scandal problems on Hillary. In an excerpt 
published by the Washington Monthly titled 
“Hillary’s Big Mistake,” Stephanopoulos ar- 
gues that her inexplicable decision to with- 
hold Whitewater documents from congres- 
sional investigators was what started her hus- 
band on the road to impeachment.

Hillary garnered is to be struck by what a 
long, strange trip it’s been — and to lament 
what she might have become. Or, to be more 
accurate, what she seemed to be. In her first 
incarnation, during the 1992 presidential 
campaign, Hillary Rodham Clinton came 
across as independent, dauntingly intelligent, 
every bit her husband’s equal — and more 
disciplined, too. Bill Clinton openly boasted 
about her, telling crowds that if he won, the 
public would be getting “two for the price of 
one.” The Clinton presidency was going to 
be a partnership in every sense of the word. 

This, of course, drove cultural conserva- 

tives into a frenzy. And though supposedly

RIDES AGAIN 


New Yorkers and the first lady have clearly formed a mutual 
admiration society. But how — and why.— did it happen?

Rodham Clinton now prefaces remarks about her entry 

into the race for the United States Senate seat from New 
York that will be vacated next year by Daniel Patrick Moyni- 
han. But when she says it, she smiles broadly. Sometimes 
she even winks. The most controversial first lady since 
Eleanor Roosevelt is preparing to make history, and the 
questions that are driving pundits crazy begin with “Why?” 
Why is Hillary Clinton running for the Senate? Why did she 
choose New York? Why does New York — or at least the 
state’s Democratic majority — seem ready to embrace her? 

The first question is the most easily answered. Hillary 
Clinton will run for the Senate, almost certainly from New 
York but, if not, from her birthplace in Illinois, because she 
is and always has been a political person. Which is to say 
that despite the intense attacks she has endured for most of 
her husband's career, she enjoys and believes in the work 
they do. Public life engages her both intellectually and emo- 
tionally, even in an era when the public sphere has nar- 
rowed and declined. Had she wanted a quiet sinecure, as 
some well-meaning people have suggested she should, she 
probably wouldn't have married Bill Clinton in the first place. 
For Hillary, her husband’s impending retirement is not the 

end of an era but the beginning of one. She represents a cen- 
ter-left perspective — known variously as New Democrat, New 
Labor, or Third Way — now being hotly debated among liber- 
als and progressives. Yet because of her popular persona and 
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her ties to traditional constituencies, she can serve as a unify- 
ing force among Democrats. Indeed, she is in certain respects 
the real, if not the titular, leader of the Democratic Party. 

The explanation for Hillary's attraction to New York is simple, 
apart from the undeniable charms of the place. There is no 
open seat in Illinois or Arkansas next year. She was invited — 
make that implored — to run by Democratic members of 
Congress, most notably Harlem's Charlie Rangel; by the newly 
elected junior senator, Chuck Schumer; and by the state party 
leadership. Even during the depths of Whitewater, New York 
has always provided a hospitable climate for the Clintons, 
whose approval ratings there have consistently remained at lev- 
els 10 to 20 points above the national average. No doubt she 
still remembers the tumultuous welcome she received in Madi- 
son Square Garden, from a floor swarming with New Yorkers, 
when she stepped to the podium at the 1996 Democratic con- 
vention. They loved her when the rest of America didn't. 

Now those New York Democrats have another reason to 
love Hillary Clinton. Facing the possible loss of a Senate seat 
they have held since 1976, they've had to ask themselves: 
what's the alternative? The Democratic Party in New York is 
not exactly teeming with bold political talent. It could barely 
mount a credible campaign for governor last year. There were 
a few attractive prospects to succeed Moynihan, including 
Robert F. Kennedy Jr. and Andrew Cuomo. But, discouraged 
by fear of the supposedly invincible Republican, Rudolph Giu- 
liani, and the need to raise about $20 million to mount a viable

candidacy, they — and others — bowed out. Until Hillary Clin- 
ton makes up her mind, the field is left to a lone, uninspiring 
suburban congresswoman with a wealthy husband. 

Finally, if there’s any state where a carpetbagger might be 
welcomed rather than shunned, it’s the Empire State. The 
most revered example is Robert Kennedy, of course, who 
didn't show up here until a few months before Election Day 
1964. But as one of Kennedy's most ardent supporters 
pointed out back then, New Yorkers showed a proclivity to 
elect out-of-state leaders as early as 1798. 

“Rufus King, the first United States senator from New York, 
was a Massachusetts native who moved into New York imme- 
diately before his election to the Senate,” recalled a precocious 
student politico, arguing in a column for the Manhattan College 
newspaper that the carpetbagger charge against Kennedy was 
merely a diversion from real campaign issues. “Rufus King 
had, only shortly before his election, served as a delegate from 
Massachusetts to the Constitutional Convention.” 

The author of that intense essay, incidentally, was a well-in- 
formed, rather intense young man named Rudolph Giuliani.

enlightened baby boomers would never admit 
it, it seemed to do something to them, too. 
The emblematic moment came in early 1993, 
right around the time of Clinton’s first inau- 
guration: Spy magazine, the ’80s beacon of 
all that was hip and urbane, pasted Hillary’s 
smiling face onto a leather-clad body, whip in 
hand, ready to mete out some serious pun- 
ishment. 

One of the smartest deconstructions of the 
early Hillary (or, rather, of how the culture 
responded to the early Hillary) was Katha 
Pollitt’s essay in the Nation on May 17, 
1993. Headlined THE MALE MEDIA’S HILLARY 
PROBLEM, the article took the overwhelmingly 
male punditocracy to task for repeatedly re- 
visiting the topic of whether Hillary had too 
much power. As Pollitt noted, the proposition 
was ridiculous on its face: Hillary Clinton had 
not one bit more power than had been grant- 
ed to her by the president, which made her 
no different from any other appointed offi- 
cial. Indeed, with no clearly defined duties, 
she had far less power than another notable 
beneficiary of presidential nepotism, Robert 
Kennedy, who served as attorney general un- 
der his brother Jack. 

As Pollitt explained it, there was something 
else going on — the same something else 
that could be seen on the cover of Spy. 
Hillary Clinton wasn’t just a strong, indepen- 
dent woman; she was a strong, independent, 
attractive woman, of roughly the same age as 
many of the boomer reporters, the first presi- 
dential wife whom thirty- and fortysomething 
journalists could fantasize about. And many 
men seemed threatened. 

“Now that she’s actually ensconced in the 
White House, the first lady has become a 
quasi-pornographic obsession,” wrote Pollitt. 
“There are dirty jokes, sexist jokes and sexual 
rumors galore: H.R.C. is a lesbian, currently 
conducting an affair with a well-known ac- 
tress; she’s got Bill in some incredible sexual 
stranglehold.” And Pollitt blasted the media 
— including Nightline, which devoted two 
shows to exploring whether Hillary had too 
much power — for building up “the now-fa- 
miliar media cartoon: Hillary Rodham Clin- 
ton as the overbearing wife with a finger in 
every slice of government pie, a workaholic 
ideologue accountable to no one but her 
pussy-whipped husband.” 

Pollitt’s observations were so acute that her 
explanation — that “anti-Hillary media types, 
for the most part meri, are protecting their 
turf” — was disappointingly reductionist. In 
fact, the phenomenon Pollitt tried to explain 
was more primal than she wanted to admit. 

Getting closer to the truth was a 5700- 
word profile of Hillary in the New York Times

Magazine that appeared at almost exactly the 
same time as Pollitt’s essay. Written by 
Michael Kelly, later the Clinton-bashing editor 
of the New Republic and now the editor of 
National Journal and a columnist for the 
Washington Post, the piece didn’t so much ex- 
plain the cultural antipathy to Hillary as em- 
body it. Kelly’s article, titled “Saint Hillary,” 
portrayed her as a devotee of New Age babble 
and the ill-defined “politics of meaning,” a 
modern Carrie Nation who was, more than 
anything, a creature of “the pacifistic and 
multiculturally correct religious left of today.” 

Kelly added, ominously: “The true nature 
of her politics makes the ambition of Hillary 
Rodham Clinton much larger than merely 
personal. She clearly wants power, and has 
already amassed more of it than any first lady 
since Eleanor Roosevelt. But that ambition is 
merely a subcategory of the infinitely larger 
scope of her desires.” (Like what? World 
domination?) The Hillary Clinton of Michael 
Kelly’s fevered imaginings was not a whip- 
wielding dominatrix but, rather, a hypermor- 
alizing social worker who would make all of 
us conform to her vision of what was right 
and true and proper, like an overbearing 
teacher cracking down (okay, cracking the 
whip) on her unruly charges. No more talk- 
ing. No more chewing gum. No more fun. 

At the time, Kelly’s piece was both cele- 
brated and criticized for the supposed vi- 
ciousness of his attack. Hillary Clinton, in 
particular, was said to have been deeply hurt 
by it. In retrospect, it’s striking how much 
has changed since then — how mild it seems 
now that we know so much more about 
Hillary. Today, no one makes fun of her ide- 
alism, because that idealism is at such vari- 
ance with the many scandals she has oh-so- 
lamely attempted to explain away. Today, it’s 
her husband who’s seen as the corrupt one. 
Remember, though, that pre-Monica, the 
roles were reversed. 

It was Hillary’s subpoenaed billing 
records that mysteriously appeared in the 
White House living quarters. It was Hillary, 
after Vince Foster’s suicide, who ordered 
Foster’s papers to be spirited away before 
the FBI could get hold of them. It was 
Hillary who was supposed to be behind the 
travel-office firings and the improper use of 
FBI files on prominent Republicans. And it 
was Hillary, not Bill, who Matt Drudge re- 
ported would be indicted just before the 
1996 Democratic National Convention. 
Drudge gets no points for accuracy, but his 
alleged scoop does say something about that 
particular cultural moment. 

Which brings us to yet a third major piece 
of Hillary Clinton journalism — a piece that, 
unlike Katha Pollitt’s essay and Michael Kel-

ly’s profile, seems as relevant today as it did 
when it appeared, on June 2, 1996, on the 
front page of the Washington Post. The mas- 
sive, 11,800-word take-out, by Clinton biog- 
rapher David Maraniss and Lewinsky-affair 
pit bull Susan Schmidt, was headlined 
HILLARY CLINTON AND THE WHITEWATER CON- 
TROVERSY: A CLOSE-UP. 

Dealing mainly with the unfathomable 
Castle Grande real-estate development, the 
piece reported on Hillary’s business ties with 
the unsavory Jim McDougal and document- 
ed a series of half-answers, changed answers, 
and suddenly-expanded answers that she of- 
fered over time in response to investigators’ 
questions. Maraniss and Schmidt wrote that 
“an examination of Hillary Clinton’s public 
statements suggests someone less passive in 
her behavior, less consistent in her answers, 
and less committed to full disclosure” than 
she wanted us to believe. The story conclud- 
ed: “There appears to be a four-year pattern 
of Hiilary Clinton avoiding full disclosure, 
occasionally forgetting places and events that 
might embarrass her, and revising her story 
as documents emerge and the knowledge of 
her questioners deepens.” 

In discussing the risks and benefits of 
Clinton’s running for the Senate, one of the 
first hazards her allies invariably bring up is 
the insatiable mean-spiritedness of the New 
York tabloids — principally the New York 
Post, owned by Clinton-loathing press baron 
Rupert Murdoch. 

In fact, Clinton should be — and probably 
is — far more concerned that the quality 
press, such as the New York Times and Long 
Island’s Newsday, will produce pieces similar 
to the Washington Post's. 


O BE sure, despite the many legitimate 
unanswered questions about Hillary 
Clinton’s past conduct, there remains a de- 
gree of irrationality about the antipathy ex- 
pressed by her enemies. 
Former Reagan-Bush speechwriter Peggy 
Noonan hyperventilated in the Wall Street 
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Journal that Clinton’s candidacy “is such an 
act of mad boomer selfishness and narcis- 
sism that even from the Clintons — the 
Gimme and Getme of American politics — it 
is an act of utter and breathtaking gall.” 

Terry Golway, in the New York Observer, 
called Hillary’s candidacy “an offensive and 
astonishingly tone-deaf notion.” 

Boston Globe columnist Jeff Jacoby, no 
Hillary admirer himself, put it in the proper 
perspective this past Monday. Noting that 
Clinton brings considerable assets to the 
race, such as popularity among Democrats, 
100 percent name recognition, and the abili- 
ty to raise mucho money, Jacoby pointed out 


make sense of Hillary Clinton — her silence, 
her suffering, her decision to stay with her 
husband, her newfound popularity — and 
how all these things affect her status as a 
feminist leader,” Mundy wrote. “Choice, ap- 
parently, is the one concept strong enough to 
dissolve the inconsistencies and explain the 
devolution of Hillary Clinton’s public per- 
sona.

that New Yorkers who don’t want her to be a 
US senator have a simple solution: they can 
vote against her. 

But Jacoby, like his Globe colleague John 
Ellis, doesn’t get the broader cultural context 
in which Hillary’s candidacy must be seen. 
Her enemies, for all their nutcase ravings, 
don’t make that mistake. 

On March 21, the Washington Post Mag- 
azine ran a profile by Liza Mundy that, de- 
spite occasional inconsistencies and artifi- 
cial attempts to force the argument, really 
gets at the essence of Hillary Clinton — 
that bridges the gap between the Woman 
Who Stood By Her Man of 1998-’99 and 
the strong, independent lawyer who ran 
afoul of health-care policy and Whitewater. 
Mundy’s insight is that Clinton’s supporters 
invariably use the word “choice” when ex- 
plaining why they continue to admire 
Hillary despite the travails of the last year 
— but that they have turned the word’s 
feminist meaning on its head. 

“Choice . . . is the word invoked by leaders 
of the women’s movement as they try to 
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defending Hillary Clinton’s choices, the 
women’s movement has been forced to 
abandon its previous position that “the per- 
sonal is political,” and that “decent treat- 
ment in one’s own household was a crucial 
element of equality.” (And, though Mundy 
doesn’t mention it, Hillary’s choices have in- 
cluded staying with a husband who has been 
credibly accused of forcible rape.) 

“If Hillary’s choices are okay,” Mundy 
asks, “are there any choices that aren’t?” 
Mundy offers an interesting synthesis of the 
she-wolf and the suffering wife: what trans- 
formed Hillary was not cold political calcu- 
lation so much as the compromises she’s 
made over the years — compromises not 
with Bill, who’s never had to give up a damn 
thing, but with her own principles. It is, in 
the end, a sad story. 

The Clintons have been with us for a very 
long time. It’s been 11 years since Bill Clin- 
ton appeared on the Tonight show, full of 
youth and promise, making light of his way- 
too-long nomination speech for Michael 
Dukakis. It’s been seven years since he lied 
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to us about Gennifer Flowers, about the 
draft, about inhaling. It’s been nearly that 
long since Hillary Clinton began 
stonewalling on questions about her law 
practice back in Arkansas, about her deal- 
ings with one partner, Vince Foster, who 
committed suicide, and another, Webster 
Hubbell, who went to prison. Later this 
summer, she may be called on to testify at 
yet another Hubbell trial — not the sort of 
photo op that an aspiring senator wants in 
her campaign literature. 

Clinton fatigue has long since set in. Al 
Gore’s mentor Martin Peretz recently ran a 
cover story in the magazine he owns, the 
New Republic, urging Hillary not to run — 
in part on the grounds that one Clinton lega- 
tee, Gore, may be all the public can handle. 
Don Imus, commenting on the Yankees’ ap- 
pearance at the White House with Bill and 
Hill, put it this way last week: “We hate you 
people. You’ve disgraced this country, 
you’re a buck-toothed crook, your hus- 
band’s obviously a dirtbag. Get out of our 
life. Leave us alone. God almighty. Just go 
away! God, it’s like some rash you can’t get 
rid of. God, would you two fat goobers just 
get out?” 

The media are going to have the time of 
their lives. Hillary Clinton and Rudy Giuliani 
(assuming he’s the Republican nominee — 
no sure thing, given that Republican gover- 
nor George Pataki hates his guts) are brutal- 
ly tough political brawlers with massive egos 
and a love for the limelight. But as Imus so 
delicately put it, the public’s enthusiasm for 
Clinton’s celebrity psychodrama is likely to 
fall considerably short of the press’s. 

If Clinton is to be elected, she’ll have to 
reconcile the Two Faces of Hillary — to 
come up with a credible synthesis of the in- 
dependent woman and the suffering wife, 
the she-wolf and the doormat. If she can do 
that, she could be formidable. If she can’t, 
voters will likely opt for the One Face of 
Rudy instead.

Name games

HIS WEEK, AN Aus- 
T tralian Rules football 
player by the name of 

Gerry Hocking did some- 
thing that appears to be un- 
precedented in the history of 
sports-business relations. 
Hocking, the captain of a 
team called the Gee- 
long Cats, legally 
changed his name to 
Whiskas, the name of 
a prominent cat food. 

For the switch, which 
will last for one week, 
Whiskas will pay Hocking 
and his financially strapped 
club about $66,000 US. 
“He’s doing it because we ob- 
viously need the money,” an 
approving Cats coach Gary Ayres told 
reporters. “Maybe the people who per- 
haps think it’s a bit too way out there are 
shitty because they didn’t think of it.” 

Maybe. But it’s safe to say that most 
people would call Hocking’s name 
change an appalling example of corpo- 
rate sponsorship run amok. Whether it’s 
event titles like the Poulan Weed-Eater 
Bowl or the megabuck sneaker con- 
tracts awarded to college-basketball 
coaches, the relationship between orga- 
nized athletics and big business has nev- 
er been cozier — or more controversial. 

So that’s why many people around 
here were pleased last month when 
Boston Red Sox officials announced 
they had no intention of selling “nam- 
ing rights” to their proposed successor 
to Fenway Park. Although Sox brass 
left themselves some wiggle room, 
sports traditionalists — who are legion 
in this town — cheered. (Before we go 
any further, let’s note that the Phoenix 
is located on the proposed site for the 
new Fenway; Phoenix owner Stephen 
Mindich supports a new park, but 
wants it built somewhere else.) 

But wait a sec. If the Red Sox want 
a new ballpark, they’ll need money, 
and lots of it — an estimated 
$550 million plus. And naming-rights 
fees aren’t exactly small change. 
Framingham-based Staples Inc. just 
plunked down $100 million to call the 
new home of basketball’s Los Angeles 
Lakers and Clippers the Staples Cen- 
ter. The Red Sox — a far more sto- 
ried and fan-supported franchise — 
could probably command even more. 

“Boston is a big market,” says Rus- 
sell Wallach, the vice-president of nam- 
ing-rights partnership for ProServ, a 
sports-marketing giant. “And the Red 
Sox have a tremendous history and I 
would imagine that there would be 
many companies that would be interest- 
ed in being involved in a new ballpark.” 

Don’t get me wrong. Places like 
San Francisco’s 3Com Park (formerly 
Candlestick) and the Baltimore 
Ravens’ newly titled PSINet Stadium 
give me the ickies, too. If the Red Sox 
were spending their own money and 
wanted to take a purist stance on 
names, I’d be all for it. 

But that’s not happening. Early in- 
dip teemdc that the Red Sox plan to 


$150 million to $200 million in infra- 
structure, relocation, and land-taking 
costs. No one’s come up with a 
method to reduce that public subsidy. 
That’s why House Speaker Thomas 
Finneran told reporters late last 
month: “I like tradition, and I’m as 
nostalgic as anybody else for the name 
Fenway and the meaning of it, but 
3Com doesn’t bother me terribly.” 


ESIDES, IT’S mainly a certain 

class of American sports fans, and 
particularly sports writers, who hate 
corporate sponsorship. Overseas, it’s 
no big whoop for corporate sponsors 
to put their ads on team jerseys; play- 
ers on England’s Manchester United 
soccer club, winner of this year’s Eu- 
ropean Cup, have an enormous SHARP 
emblazoned across their shirts. And 
you never hear folks down south com- 
plaining that NASCAR auto racing has 
gotten too commercial, do you? 

But here’s a news flash, Mr. Red- 
Sox-Purist-I-have-Dom-DiMaggio’s- 
autograph-and-a-foul-pop-up-from- 
Tony-C.: the new Fenway Park is not 
for you. Teams covet these new parks 
not for their neo-traditionalist feel 
(though that helps sell the projects to 
tweedy writers), but for their ability to 
suck every possible corporate enter- 
tainment dollar from the city in the 
form of luxury boxes and “premium 
seating,” which is simply a eu- 
phemism for the good seats. 

No, the target of the new Fenway 
isn’t Mr. Purist. It’s Mr. I-just-got- 
promoted -to-junior-executive-and- 
I’ve-got-to-impress-these-clients-and- 
where-do-I-park-my-Range-Rover- 
and-I-hope-my-face-gets-on-the- 
JumboTron-before-I-have-to-leave- 
in-the-seventh-inning-so-I-can- 
watch-ER. 

The reason for it all, we’re told, is 
revenue: in terms of its gate receipts, 
the Red Sox lag behind teams such as 
the Cleveland Indians, the Texas 
Rangers, and the Baltimore Orioles, 
all of which play in state-of-the-art 
ballparks (though, as the cellar- 
dwelling Orioles can attest, great rev- 
enues don’t necessarily translate into 
on-field success). With player salaries 
expected to increase ad infinitum, rev- 
enue needs will only escalate. 

Now, it’s fair to say that the Red Sox 
are one of the more public private en-

As citywide crime levels drop, some of 
Boston's safest neighborhoods may be 
feeling too secure for their own good 


Wake-up call

S FAR AS Karen O’Connell is con- 

cerned, it’s time for the security 

grates to come down. The director 
of Hyde Park Main Streets thinks the met- 
al grids that protect store windows are 
ugly and undermine the neighborhood’s 
sense of warmth and community. And on 
June 31, Main Streets, a national program 
aimed at revitalizing downtown neighbor- 
hoods, will launch a $200,000 initiative to 
remove the grates from the windows. 

“Things are good right now,” O’Connell 
says. “Business owners aren’t complaining 
about crime, and I’ve heard of no prob- 
lems in the rest of the neighborhood.” 

But maybe she hasn’t been listening 
closely enough. At a time when serious 
crime in Boston has decreased for the 
fourth year in a row, according to statistics 
released by the Boston Police Department 
on May 29, the section of the city known 
as Area E — West Roxbury, Roslindale, 
Jamaica Plain, and Hyde Park — has seen 
serious crime increase 27 percent since 
last year. No other part of the city record- 
ed an increase. 

According to crime statistics for the first 
four months of 1999, the city as a whole 
has seen homicide, rape, robbery, aggra- 
vated assault, burglary, larceny, and vehi- 
cle theft drop three percent from the same 
period last year. From January to April, 
364 fewer incidents occurred than in the 
first four months of 1998. 

But Roslindale and West Roxbury 
recorded 209 more crimes than in the 
same period last year, a 54 percent in- 
crease. Hyde Park had 137 more crimes, 
or a 32 percent rise — and, unlike any 
other area of the city, it has suffered in- 
creases in every category of serious crime 
except homicide (zero incidents) and rape 
(five incidents). Jamaica Plain has seen 12 
more crimes, which is a two percent in- 
crease from last year. 

These neighborhoods are still consid- 
ered among the safest in the city: of Bos- 
ton’s five police districts, Area E registered 
the second-lowest crime totals, with 1250 
incidents between January and April. 
Roslindale, West Roxbury, Hyde Park, and 
Jamaica Plain, like the rest of Boston, ben- 
efited greatly from the community-policing 
strategies that police credit with bringing 
down citywide crime rates since the early 
’90s. Residents embraced neighborhood 
crime-watch programs, and local police 
put special emphasis on combating the 
types of minor but highly visible crime — 
loitering and vandalism, for example — 
that can make city dwellers feel unsafe. 

Most citizens give officials high marks 
for those efforts. Elaine Daly, who has 
lived on the West Roxbury/Roslindale bor- 
der for more than 25 years, says she sees 
cops on bicycles talking to kids and check- 
ing out parked cars. She says the city has 
readily answered pleas for additional street 
lights and routine police patrols in local 
housing projects and public parks. 

“It truly is a bedroom community with a 
big-city location but a small-town feel,” 
says the 52-year-old grandmother. “Police 
are visible and crime really isn’t.” 

“There has been a true sense of safety 
here for the past five years,” agrees Cap- 
tain William Parlon of the Area E police 
station. But, ironically, that very sense of 
safety may be giving criminals an opening. 
Some residents and local officials believe 


the continuing decrease in crime has left 
citizens complacent, making them easy 
prey for such crimes as car thefts, assaults, 
and home invasions. 


RIN DOYLE thinks she does her part 

to stop crime. Whenever the West Rox- 
bury resident sees something suspicious, 
like a stranger peering into cars or lurking 
around schoolyards, she phones the police. 

But she isn’t always so vigilant when it 
comes to her daily habits. On a humid 
Tuesday afternoon, Doyle pulls into the 
parking lot of a tanning salon on Washing- 
ton Street in West Roxbury. The 32-year- 
old substitute teacher has 45 minutes to 
get her daily dose of rays, clean up, and 
pick up her daughter at day care. She hops 
out of her 1990 Honda Prelude armed 
with a bottle of suntan lotion, eye goggles, 
and her portable CD player. “I definitely 
don’t have enough hands,” she says as she 
removes a five-dollar bill from her wallet, 
tosses the purse back onto the driver’s 
seat, and closes the door. 

Leaving valuables visible in a car makes 
it a target for thieves, and Roslindale and 
West Roxbury saw 36 more auto thefts 
and attempted auto thefts in the past four 
months than in the same period last year. 
That adds up to 114 — nearly a car a day. 
And Toyotas and Hondas are the vehicles 
of choice for car thieves in that part of 
town, according to Christopher Hayes, di- 
rector of the Boston Police Department’s 
Crime Watch program. 

“We can only teach people how to be 
safe by coming to their homes, listening to 
their concerns, and tailoring a crime-watch 


_program to suit that particular neighbor- 


hood’s needs,” says Hayes, who has helped 
establish more than 1000 neighborhood 
crime-watch programs around Boston over 
the past 14 years. “But it is up to the peo- 
ple themselves to utilize the safety methods 
we teach them. There has been some slip- 
page in some areas, particularly car thefts.” 

“I am concerned that too much compla- 
cency will lead to more-severe crimes 
down the road,” says City Councilor Dan 
Conley, a Hyde Park native who has repre- 
sented the neighborhood since 1993. But 
Conley, who served as an assistant district 
attorney for nine years before being elected 
to the city council, sees another problem 
on the horizon: “We also must look at the 
fact that we are about to experience a 
boom in the population of young men be- 
tween the ages of 15 and 25, and statistics 
show that that exact age and gender group 
commits the most crimes.” 

Mayor Thomas Menino, who lives in 
Hyde Park and represented it as a city 
councilor before he became mayor, echoes 
Conley’s concerns. “This is no time to be- 
come complacent. We must work harder to 
decrease all crimes in all parts of the city,” 
says Menino. “We must stay ahead of is- 
sues . . . especially now, as we will begin to 
see an expanding adolescent population.” 

David Viera believes he may already be 
seeing the effects of this demographic 
trend. The 49-year-old Hyde Park realtor, 
who belongs to several community organi- 
zations, says that he and his neighbors feel 
very safe in the neighborhood where he has 
lived for more than 30 years. But, he says, 
he has noticed kids becoming a problem. 

“For instance, I am starting to notice 
large groups of rowdy kids hanging 
around areas like Cleary Square who have 
little respect for the residents who live and 
shop in that neighborhood,” says Viera, 
who himself was verbally harassed by a 
youth during a recent trip to the local post 
office. “People need to look around and be 
aware of changes. It’s an all-or-nothing 
situation. If every single person doesn’t do 
their part, then no one will do their part.” 


ANY RESIDENTS have yet to notice 

the increase in crime, bit politicians 
and police are taking steps to stop the 
problem before it becomes too big to ig- 
nore. In fact, making people aware of the 
increase in crime is the first step toward 
reversing it, says City Councilor Maura 
Hennigan, who represents West Roxbury 
and sections of Jamaica Plain. 

“We’ve always had such a safe community 
that we’ve been more focused on neighbor- 
hood issues” such as noise, traffic, and busi- 
ness development, says Hennigan. “We real-

ize that people don’t know crime has in- 
creased, but we are working with local 
newspapers to try and get the word out.” 
For example, she says, papers began offering 
safety tips to readers in response to a rash of 
break-ins at the beginning of the year. 

In addition, police are continuing the 
Car Safe program, a four-year-old cam- 
paign in which police officers leave mock 
tickets on the windshields of cars that ap- 
pear to be easy targets for criminals. On 
the warnings, officers list the driver’s mis- 
takes, whether it’s leaving valuables in view 
or failing to lock the doors. 

“We have tried everything to get people 
to be more responsible, but people have a 
naive sense of security,” says Captain Par- 
lon. Police are attacking the problem from 
their end, too, he adds: “I’ve put out more 
patrol cars, and just last night [June 13] we 
made four arrests related to the car thefts. 
That is going to make a big difference.” 

Christopher Hayes is also trying to re- 
vive the neighborhoods’ crime-watch pro- 
grams, some of which he says have lapsed 
because so many people have moved in 
and out of certain areas of Jamaica Plain, 
West Roxbury, and Hyde Park recently. 
Officers are contacting local crime-watch 
members who have been out of touch and 
have teamed up with groups such as 
Healthy Roslindale to contact residents 
about neighborhood meetings. 

“If we see a slippage in certain areas, we 
revisit them and find out what we can do 
to help,” says Hayes. “We have been 
known to go to court with victims, assist 
them with victim-impact statements, and 
lend a hand getting the crime-watch word 
out in the victims’ neighborhood.” 

Dan Conley, for his part, has been fight- 
ing for additional officers to be put in areas 
where crime is on the rise. “Area E is the 
largest geographic area in Boston and 
therefore requires more cops,” says the city 
councilor. “Although the number of offi- 
cers has increased from 1800 in 1993 to 
2300 this year, we need more to effectively 
implement community-policing initiatives.” 

It’s a matter of keeping the pressure on, 
concerned residents agree. “This city is big 
on trends. Crime is down, the dropout rate 
is down, teen pregnancy is down, whatever 
it may be,” says Elaine Daly. “Anything 
that makes the city look good is publicized, 
and any problems are often kept hush- 
hush. I just hope people who live in this 
part of the city can see beyond that and 
recognize a growing problem before it be- 
comes too big to deal with.” &

A proposed study aims to find out what Logan Airport is 
doing to public health. Plus, the House and Senate battle 
over budgets, and the search for a Saunders successor is on.

UCKED DEEP INSIDE the Massa- 

chusetts Senate’s budget proposal — 

in line item 4510-0600, to be exact — 
is what could be another piece of ammuni- 
tion in the battle over Massport’s proposed 
new Logan runway. 

The budget, which heads into conference 
committee this week or next, contains lan- 
guage inserted by State Senator Stephen 
Lynch (D-—South Boston) providing 
$150,000 for state health officials to study 
the health impact of Logan Airport on its 
surrounding communities. 

Amid the heated debate over the runway, 
any study of Logan’s health effects is a 
loaded one. Massport says the runway 
would ease delays and spread noise more 
evenly, while foes call it a Band-Aid solu- 
tion that would worsen noise in low- 
income and minority neighborhoods near 
the airport. And Lynch is no impartial ob- 
server here: the powerful pol opposes the 
expansion, fearing increased noise over 
parts of his district and negative effects on 
public health in South Boston. 

For his part, Lynch says the study pro- 
posal stems not from his opposition to the 
runway, but from concern over elevated 
disease rates in South Boston. “We have an 
assortment of health problems in the com- 
munities [near the airport],” he says, “and 
our discussions with the Department of 
Public Health have led us to believe the air- 
port may play a role. We have asthma right 
off the charts in South Boston, Roxbury, 
Dorchester, East Boston.” 

He concedes, however, that Massport’s 
plan isn’t far from his mind when he con- 
siders the need for a new study. The find- 
ings, he says, “could be critical to whether 
the expansion goes forward. 

“It may be even more important to the 
regionalization of air traffic,” adds Lynch, 
who argues, like other opponents, that 
Massport should use nearby airports more 
heavily instead of expanding Logan. “It 
stands to reason that by lessening the entire 
load on Logan, we will be helping these 
neighborhoods.” 

State environmental officials have given 
the Logan runway a conditional thumbs- 
up, but the Federal Aviation Administration 
is still reviewing Massport’s proposal. Pro- 
ponents of the runway will also have to 
fight to lift a court injunction against run- 
way expansion. 

For now, the Lynch study won’t happen 
unless the budget language makes it through 
conference committee and then past Gover- 
nor Paul Cellucci, who wants the runway 
bad. In vetoing it, the governor would risk 
an override attempt — and perhaps accusa- 
tions of not giving a shit about public health. 

On the other hand, he would also be sav- 
ing his beloved runway a lot of trouble. Any 
health study that pointed the finger at Lo- 
gan would no doubt be seized upon by oth- 
er runway opponents. “Absolutely, we 
would use it as soon as we possibly could,” 
says East Boston resident Mary Ellen 
Welch of Communities Against Runway 
Expansion, “and if we have to go to court, 
we could use it in court as well.” 

x 

In theory, what’s happening on Beacon 
Hill this week is fairly straightforward gov- 
ernment stuff: legislators in the Massachu- 
setts Senate and House of Representatives 
are about to begin their annual squabble 
over how to spend next year’s budget. 
There’s much more afoot, though. The 








competition between the budget proposals 
of the Senate and the House mirrors the 
dust-up between two prospective guberna- 
torial candidates: Senate President Tom 
Birmingham and House Speaker Tom 
Finneran. With the near-constant jockeying 
for governor’s office buoyed by Paul Celluc- 
ci’s apparent beatability, these rival budgets 
provide valuable insight into the great divide 
between the state’s two legislative chiefs. 
For years now, Birmingham has played 
the populist progressive to Finneran’s dic-

tatorial centrist. Last year, for example, the 
more labor-friendly Birmingham backed an 
increase in the minimum wage, while 
Finneran stymied the hike. But this year, 
the gulf between them is even clearer. “I 
think it has escalated this year,” says one 
insider. “The [budget process] is the 
broadest and starkest example yet.” 

How stark? Both budgets are roughly 
$21 billion, but there the similarities end. 
When it comes to actually burning that 
cash, the House plan focuses more on in- 
frastructure and capital needs; the Senate’s 
more on human services, education, and 
other traditionally Democratic concerns. 

Both packages contain modest “target- 
ed” tax breaks — progressive tax relief 
aimed at helping low- and moderate- 
income families. The Senate proposal goes 
further in this regard, offering a break on 
property taxes for elderly homeowners , as 
well as deductions for renters and for stu- 
dents paying off loans. The House, by con- 
trast, focuses more on across-the-board tax 
reduction: it proposes lowering the state’s 
income-tax rate from 5.95 percent to 
5.75 percent. Its targeted reductions are 
more modest, and the House’s lefty dissi- 
dent faction had to struggle even for those. 

For progressives, this round goes to 
Birmingham. “The Senate [tax] package is 
affordable, and it goes to the people who 





need the tax breaks,” says Jim St. George, 
executive director of the Tax Equity Al- 
liance for Massachusetts (TEAM). “The 


bulk of the benefits go to low- and middle- 


income families by a significant margin.” 
(Disclosure: I worked at TEAM in 1998.) 


Both houses plan to charge investors some- 


thing for what’s now a free lunch by in- 
stalling a two percent minimum capital- 
gains tax; taking that into consideration, 
TEAM says, the Senate package’s tax cuts 


would amount to about $87 million, where-

as the House package, with its across-the- 
board reductions, would cut about 
$428 million. 

The Senate budget also goes further than 
the House budget in several other areas: it 
allots more money to education funds and 
to pharmacy subsidies for seniors, and it 
attempts to make the state’s draconian wel- 
fare-reform laws friendlier to recipients 
who need assistance beyond the current 
two-year time limit. 

Of course, it’s more fun to piece together 
budgets when the economy sucks only for 
some people than when it sucks for every- 
one. Right now, times are good, and big 
revenues have allowed for plump budgets. 
But some argue that when the economy 
slows, Finneran’s vision will be the wiser 
one: he suggests holding over cash from 
future tobacco settlements for use down 
the road, for example, while Birmingham 


. would put a portion of any settlement to 


use for health care sooner rather than later. 
“The House budget is very wisely fo- 

cused on shoring up our investments and 
capital needs, and therefore is somewhat 
more fiscally responsible from that point of 
view,” comments State Representative Jay 
Kaufman (D-Lexington). But, Kaufman 
points out, the Senate budget contains a 
stronger tax policy and is better in terms of 
human services. “It’s just a different fiscal 
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approach, and by any standards, the House 

approach is more conservative.” 

But to people who think government 
should offer more than just tax cuts and 
good roads, Birmingham’s proposal may be 
the more interesting one. It certainly indi- 
cates that a Birmingham candidacy for gov- 
ernor would be no pell-mell rush toward 
the political center. 

Among a small band of House progres- 
sives, the appeal of Birmingham's budget 
nearly inspired a rebellion. Chafing under 
Finneran’s dictatorial control of the cham- 
ber, a handful of left-leaning representatives 
saw the Birmingham budget as a chance to 
stick it to their leader. The normal proce- 
dure, when budgets are submitted, is for the 
House to reject the Senate budget out of 
hand, thus requiring a conference commit- 
tee. This year, someone suggested, why not 
corral a gang to cast symbolic votes in favor 
of the Senate budget and force debate? It 
might sound like a modest gesture, but it 
would have been a shocking (if futile) move: 
the House’s rejection of the budget is for- 
mulaic, just a parliamentary procedure to 
get the thing into committee where the real 
squabbling can begin. 

“People liked what was in the Senate 
budget and thought that it was more sup- 
portive of what we support than the House 
budget,” says one of the legislators. “We 
are looking for opportunities where we can 
fight for things we believe in and most 
Democrats believe in, and we think an op- 
portunity came along.” 

But by early this week, talk of insurrec- 
tion had died down. Oh, well — it would 
have been fun. But with such disparate ver- 
sions of the budget flying around, the con- 
ference committee will at least provide a 
battlefield where we can watch Finneran 
and Birmingham butt heads by proxy. 

“Even in the absence of the prospect of 
either running for governor, the conference 
committee will be a very interesting ideo- 
logical confrontation,” says Kaufman. “Or 
this could well be the first skirmish in what 
could evolve into a full-blown campaign be- 
tween the two for office.” 

& 

Boston City Council races will be coming 
into much sharper focus in the next few 
months, but one candidate in particular 
may reap the benefits of District Seven in- 
cumbent Gareth Saunders’s recent decision 
not to seek re-election. 

Julio Henriquez, the only candidate to 
have campaigned openly and actively 
against Saunders, will have quite a head 
start on the.competition when he formally 
kicks off his campaign this week. 

His likely foes for the seat, which repre- 
sents Roxbury and parts of Dorchester, the 
South End, and the Fenway, include Dudley 
Square businessman Roger Garvin and for- 
mer Seventh District candidate Roy Owens. 

The 63-year-old Henriquez has strong 
ties to the district; he is the track coach at 
John D. O’Bryant School in Roxbury and 
has been heavily active in the Dudley Street 
Neighborhood Initiative. 

Henriqucez also boasts a solid link to the 
Menino administration: his wife, Sandra 
Henriquez, is director of the Boston Hous- 
ing Authority, breeding speculation that 
Henriquez could enjoy some City Hall sup- 
port as he chases the scat Saunders held 
for three terms. 

“Given his tics to City Hall,” says political 
consultant Kevin Peterson, “a reasonable 
political observer could assume the mayor 
would assist his campaign. But Boston poli- 
tics is a very weird universe and you never 
know what will happen from day to day.” 

No kidding. In fact, Henriquez won't let 
his City Hall connection prevent him from 
coming down opposite Menino on a volatile 
issue. He said last week that he'll advocate 
for independent civilian review of the Bos- 
ton Police Department, a hot topic amid ap- 
parent racial turbulence in the force. 

“I will raise it and push to have public 
hearings about it,” said Henriquez. “I’m in 
favor of any opportunity for residents to have 
review powers and to sit down with police 
and review issucs that impact their lives.” 

Menino, despite renewed calls for a 
civilian review board, continues to resist 


the idea. &

Hampshire this week, it was clear how 
much that has changed. In showering the 
lexas governor with dozens of endorse- 
nents and millions in contributions, the 
Republican Party establishment has lent 
him an air of inevitability, even divine right. 
Back in January, GOP activists were 
looking forward to sifting through the 
crowded field and choosing a candidate. 
But today, the party’s primary voters have 
become almost beside the point. The nomi- 





nee essentially has been chosen already — 
not by the vox populi, but by the overlords 
of the Republican establishment. 

The GOP’s top apparatchiks and émi- 
nence grises apparently have concluded that 
this primary is too important to leave to the 
voters, who could always fall for some un- 
electable right-wing demagogue. So the 
Bush coronation has been reminiscent of 
the Simpsons episode that depicts Republi- 
can Party headquarters as a stone castle on 
a bleak mountaintop where a malevolent 
array of operatives and oligarchs (including 
atomic mogul Montgomery Burns and a 
blood-drinking ghoul) meet to choose a 
candidate for mayor of Springfield. 

In Bush’s case, there is no dark castle. 
Instead, there is the conservative Weekly 
Standard magazine, the party’s journalistic 
mouthpiece, whose latest cover features 
Bush with crown and scepter, basking in a 
heavenly glow beside the headline THE 
ANOINTED ONE. There are the esteemed 
leaders of the party establishment — for- 
mer cabinet secretaries, luminous thinkers, 
and other walking memories of the Bush 
and Reagan administrations. There are the 
endorsements of dozens of officials and 
members of Congress. All this before 


Ss to render his opponents — 


Bush’s first specific policy proposal. 

And then there are the adoring fundrais- 
ers and donors who have lavished him with 
money. Hundreds of fundraisers have 
streamed into Austin this year to lunch with 
Bush. By mid-May, Bush had raised some 
$13 million without attending a single 
fundraising event; his campaign is on pace 
to raise an astonishing $50 million. 

This roaring inferno has sucked the po- 
litical oxygen from the GOP contest and 
now threatens to engulf the lesser flames 
flickering forlornly around Bush. For those 
poor saps, it’s an extremely frustrating state 
of affairs. 


RUE, SOME of the Republican candi- 

dates — such as religious fundamental- 
ists Gary Bauer and Alan Keyes — never 
expected to do more than preach to a nar- 
row constituency of believers. And Patrick 
Buchanan isn’t a serious contender in good 
economic times. His economic-populist 
message, though always resonant with a 
certain audience (this year it’s steelworkers 
fuming over layoffs and cheap steel im- 
ports), can’t match the potency it found 
during the era of corporate downsizing. 

But others have invested considerable 


time, money, and personal dignity in White 
House quests that are becoming pitiful t 
watch. This category includes a few ordi- 
narily serious people who are now fast be- 
coming punch lines: Lamar Alexander, 
Elizabeth Dole, and Dan Quayle 

Yes, Quayle was already a living sight 
gag. But, resentful of his wretched public 
image, he had been hoping desperately that 
a “serious” campaign, organized around a 
God-fearing, socially conservative message, 
might prevent him from leaving behind an 
eternal legacy of stupidity. Unfortunately 
for Quayle, however, a former vice-presi- 
dent just can’t compete with the son of a 
former president. With Bush sucking up so 
much campaign cash, Quayle’s campaign 
has found itself strapped for money. 
Quayle raised just $2 million in the first 
quarter of the year, and has begun laying 
off staff and trimming his campaign budget 
to remain afloat. 

Elizabeth Dole has also suffered badly 
from Bush mania. Her fundraising total for 
the first quarter of 1999 was a humiliating 
$685,000. Throw in poor reviews of her 
absurdly scripted performances, and people 
speculate that all she’s running for now is 
the number-two slot on a Bush ticket. Even 
her husband, former senator Bob Dole, 
seemed to dis Liddy’s chances in a puz- 
zlingly candid interview with the New York 
Times last month. “If she can’t raise the 
money,” Dole told the Times, “obviously 
it’s pretty hard to be a candidate.” 

Perhaps most pathetic, however, has 
been the fate of Lamar Alexander, the 
earnestly moderate former Tennessee gov- 
ernor who has been running nonstop for 
president since 1993 (including a failed 
1996 candidacy). His head start hasn’t got- 
ten him very far. Earlier this month, a cash- 
starved Alexander — who raised a weak 
$2.5 million in the first quarter — an- 
nounced the layoffs of at least half a dozen 
staffers, including his director of communi- 
cations. Alexander says the move was a 
consolidation of resources for February’s 
Iowa caucuses, the first official test of the 
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MR. INEVITABLE? Bush is surrounded by adoring fundraisers, esteemed party 
leaders, and increasingly pitiful rivals — but he may not be a big draw over Gore. 





make it as far as New Hampshire in a year 
when there is no Republican incumbent.

It’s inevitable for resentment to set in 
when a well-known and quite plausible GOP

Yet the Republican Party has always been 
about entitlement and inheritance — in its 
internal politics as well as its philosophy. 
Unless Bush turns out to be a disastrous 
campaigner — which hasn’t been the case 
in Texas — his competitors seem destined 
to fail. Only two of Bush’s rivals seem ca- 
pable of staying alive for any length of time 
Arizona senator John McCain, a blunt-talk- 
ing darling of the national press, can count 
on free exposure and editorial praise — but 
it’s not clear how far McCain’s support ex- 
tends beyond a circle of political reporters 
thirsting for an honest man. 

Then there’s Steve Forbes, the billionaire 
publisher who campaigned in 1996 ona 
flat-tax platform but now has expediently 
taken up socially conservative causes such 
as banning abortion. Forbes alone can keep 
up in the money race, by spending from his 
almost limitless inheritance. Republican 
leaders have implored him not to savage 
Bush, as he did Bob Dole in 1996, with ex- 
pensive attack ads, but Forbes has refused 
to make any promises. 

Still, Forbes has never held elective office, 
and his campaign is sufficiently aware of the 
trouble people have imagining the man as 
president that it has begun airing black-and- 
white ads showing Forbes at work in a mock 
Oval Office setting. Ultimately, Forbes may 
thrash Bush with stinging ads, but he can’t 
possibly win the nomination. 


USH MAY yet stumble. It’s entirely 

plausible to imagine him confusing, say, 
Bosnia with Kosovo, or forgetting his own 
Social Security plan. And those rumors 
about a drunken, drug-addled, and (on oc- 
casion) publicly nude past may turn out to 
be true. It’s hard to believe that a salacious 
Bush scandal won’t eventually explode on 
the MSNBCs of the world and captivate the 
mainstream media. And forget all the recent 
rhetoric about separating the personal from 
the political. You can count on Bush’s frus- 
trated rivals and vengeance-seeking 
Democrats to stoke the fires of any scandal. 

But Bush’s rivals are so hapless, their 
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campaigns so emaciated, that none seems 
capable of stealing the nomination from 
him. The party elders know this, and they 
know it is Al Gore who will ultimately ben- 
efit from any damage suffered by Bush 
(Assuming Gore outlasts Bill Bradley, of 
course, which is likely — although the 
more one sees of Gore’s phony-seeming 
public persona, the more plausible a 
Bradley insurgency becomes.) 

Bush’s real probiem in a general election 
however, won't be fending off scandals. It 
will be convincing a prosperous electorate 
concerned about Social Security and the 
state of schools that tax cuts and more gov- 
ernment devolution are needed. State by 
state, and district by district, Americans 
have elected a sharply conservative 
Congress in this decade. But time and 
again, Bill Clinton and the Democrats, as 
protectors of the crivironment, education, 
Medicare, and Social Security, beat back 
the conservatives. National Democrats to- 
day have more credibility than Republicans 
on nearly every issue (perhaps even foreign 
policy, with the apparent success of the 
Kosovo intervention). 

All of which is a big problem for George 
W. Bush. Early smoke signals suggest that 
he isn’t likely to draw a particularly com- 
pelling ideological contrast with Gore. And, 
given his background, he can hardly run as 
a morally pure alternative to the Clinton 
administration — especially in view of 
Gore’s wholesome life story. 

The problem is that if Bush looks like an 
Al Gore clone, there’s little incentive to re- 
ject Gore, who enjoys a kind of quasi-in- 
cumbency. A tie goes to the proven vice- 
president, not the untested newcomer. 

Which is why the Republican rush to 
anoint Bush is risky. Might it not be wiser 
to give a chance to candidates who stand in 
sharper relief against Gore? To nominate a 
woman like Elizabeth Dole, or a refreshing - 
ly unscripted war hero like John McCain? 

The question is moot. The high priests of 
the Republican Party have spoken. They have 
found their Chosen One. All hail W! *

E IN NEW England pride ourselves on our 
Vf errs our no-nonsense frugality, 

our suck-it-up austerity. All of this goes out 
the window, however, when it comes to our ani- 
mals. We preen, parade, and pamper our pets to a 
near-ludicrous degree, and spend gobs of money 
in the bargain. A local outfit called Pet Compan- 
ions offers a daily Doggie Camp, complete with a 
swimming pool, air conditioning, and piped-in 
classical music. A new cookbook, My Children 
Don't Eat Dogfood, provides recipes for home- 
baked pet fare such as McCloud’s Meaty Muffins 
(“mix ground chicken with potatoes, add milk and 
eggs and carrots and peas... ”). Brookline recent- 
ly became home to the newest branch of Bone Ap- 
petit, a “bakery and boutique” that features Down 
Boy bagels, Puppa’s pizza, Bark-Assure breath 
mints, and “It’s a Puppy” cigars. 

But even in this climate of shameless pet pam- 
pering, it is safe to say that Bob the greyhound is 
one of the most well-treated dogs in the country at 
the moment. Not that Bob’s in particularly good 
shape. Amid banks of high-tech gadgetry, sur- 
rounded by a tangle of wires and tubes, the seven- 
year-old greyhound lies etherized on a table, re- 
ceiving treatment for a cancerous tumor on his 


front leg. Bob is inside the linear accelerator at An- 
gell Memorial, the MSPCA’s state-of-the-art pet 
hospital in Jamaica Plain. A team of radiation ther- 
apists hovers about, tending to the equipment, 
checking the patient’s vital signs. Lasers pinpoint 
the spot on his leg where radiation will be directed. 
You might think you were in a NASA facility if it 
weren't for the gangly, hairy limb protruding from 
the gleaming machinery. 

Oh, and for the little heap of poop in the lobby. 

It seems fitting that Boston, a city renowned for 
its level of human medical care, should be home to 
Angell Memorial, the largest, oldest, and best- 
equipped animal hospital in the country. Every 
year, Angell treats more than 50,000 patients, from 
dogs and cats to chickens and lizards. It has 22 
board-certified specialists — neurosurgeons, plas- 
tic surgeons, orthodontists, ophthalmologists. You 
can get Prozac for your pooch, a kidney transplant 
for your kitty, reconstructive surgery for your rab- 
bit, acupuncture for your hedgehog, or a root 
canal for your rat. The hospital boasts a cancer 
center that could hold its own at Dana Farber. 
“There are human facilities that don’t have the 
equipment we have,” says radiation oncologist 


Sheri Siegel. 


It’s a far cry from the initial vision of Boston at- 
torney George Thorndike Angell, who, in 1886, 
founded the Massachusetts Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Animals after watching a two- 
horse race in which both animals dropped dead. 
Angell’s goal was merely to prevent this kind of 
cruelty, not to revolutionize animal health care. 
Even when the MSPCA opened Angell Memorial in 
1915, no one could have envisioned the kinds of 
treatment that are available at the hospital today. 

Neither could anyone have anticipated the kinds 
of knotty ethical questions that arise from offering 
human-quality medical care to animals. Human 
medicine has been struggling to deal with advances 
that drastically increase end-of-life expectancy, 
raising the financial stakes just as dramatically. But 
human doctors, at least, have long-standing ethical 
guidelines to go by. In advanced animal hospitals 
like Angell, the technology isn’t far behind its hu- 
man counterpart, but the ethics are. Doctors are 
performing big-ticket surgery on four-legged pa- 
tients with six-year life spans. If the patients are in 
pain, they can’t tell their doctors. And animal 
medicine, unlike human medicine, has a utilitarian 
tradition of putting sick or injured patients down. 
If high-tech medicine is a thorny issue for doctors 

















who treat humans, it’s a tangle of barbed 
wire for veterinarians. Guidelines, where 
they exist at all, are being established simply 
through practice, and pet owners are often 


the ones who pay the price. As for the pets, if 


they could talk, they might just ask: “Whose 
life is it, anyway?” 


NGELL’S LINEAR accelerator, under 


which Bob the greyhound now lies, looks 


like a 12,000-pound food mixer. But it’s the 
hospital’s pride and joy, able to direct radia- 


tion to a specific spot, thus minimizing dam- 


age to healthy cells. It’s also extremely ex- 
pensive. Any veterinarian hoping to buy one 
had better plan one hell of a bake sale: a lin- 
ear accelerator will set you back about 
$300,000. 

Bob can’t appreciate any of 
this. He’s out cold, tongue 
lolling, drool flowing — proba- 
bly chasing rabbits across a 
meadow somewhere or having 
sex with Lassie. Even when he 
finally comes out of the anesthe- 
sia, Bob seems oblivious to the 
ordeal he’s been through, stag- 
gering around and snapping up 
treats with doggie abandon. 

In fact, the treatment will hurt Bob’s own- 


ers, Julie and Matt Kopser, a lot more than it 


hurts their dog — at least when they get 
their bank statement. Bob’s three-week 
course of radiation therapy is going to cost 
them about $2000, not including incidentals 
such as medication and examinations, which 


add up faster than you can say “Down, boy.” 


The linear accelerator might represent the 
most expensive treatment available at Angell, 


but it’s by no means the only expensive treat- 


ment. A cardiac procedure called “balloon 


dilation of pulmonic stenosis” has a price tag 


of $850. It costs $425 to insert a permanent 
pacemaker, and $215 for a temporary one 
(plus hospitalization, anesthesia, etc.). A 
night in intensive care averages $200 to 
$250. An EKG is $65. An x-ray runs from 
$45 to $65. A simple check-up is $40. A 
“blood profile” is $36. An Elizabethan collar 
— the little plastic dish that prevents an ani- 
mal from chewing on its stitches — is $18. 

It’s easy to see how a sick dog can get ex- 
pensive in a hurry. Debbie Peneranda, 
whose 11-year-old English bulldog, Jimbo, 
has a heart-based tumor and congestive 
heart failure, spent thousands of dollars at 
another area hospital, where the staff finally 
advised her that euthanasia was her best op- 
tion. Unconvinced, Peneranda took Jimbo 
to Angell, where doctors promptly drained 
six pounds of fluid from his abdomen before 
getting down to the job of trying to treat his 
condition. 

Peneranda’s bill from Angell is $4000 and 
climbing. Jimbo still goes to Angell every 
three weeks for check-ups, and will do so for 
the rest of his life — which could be a few 
more years. But he’s alive, and that’s what’s 
important to Peneranda. She hasn’t a single 
quibble about the money she’s paid to Angell 
so far. “I’m more than happy to spend it,” 
she says. “No one thought Jimbo would last 
a month. That was in October ’98.” 

Meredith Hobart is equally effusive. Her 
adventures began when her cat, Marco Polo, 
fell to the floor one morning, “jerking and 
screaming.” After a harrowing taxi ride, they 
made it to Angell — Hobart hysterical, Mar- 
co Polo’s heart flicking on and off like a 
light. “He was rushed from my arms into 
ICU,” says Hobart, “where he was placed in 
an oxygen tent, put on a heart monitor. I 
didn’t know what was going on.” 

Today, fitted with a pacemaker, Marco 
Polo is “back to his old self, playful, beating 
up his brother.” The price tag for his care 
was $5000. Hobart didn’t blink. “My cat is 
my baby,” she says. 

Not everyone, of course, has that kind of 
money — or is so willing to part with it. 

Zoé Agnew took her dog, Molly, to Angell 
when Molly “fell on her butt” and couldn’t 
move. Agnew found herself faced with an ar- 
senal of high-tech medicine, and rapidly 
withering willpower. 

“It’s overwhelming,” she says. “Your first 
instinct is to say yes to everything. They’re 
pretty good at ‘This is what we’re doing and 
this is why we’re doing it,’ but there’s no 
saying no.” And so, she says, “Suddenly my 
dog’s getting neurology tests, all these crazy 
tests.” Molly’s condition ultimately healed it- 
self. “She made a miraculous recovery,” Ag- 
new says. “A $600 recovery.” 

There was certainly no saying no for Han- 
nah Adams. When she went on vacation a 
few years back, her roommates accidentally 


let her cat, Max, out into the street, where he 


was promptly bitten in the leg. Max’s real 
problems, however, started en route to the 
emergency room. “He didn’t like the car 


ride,” explains Adams. “He was having anxi- 
ety attacks.” Adams says that the staff at An- 


gell interpreted Max’s panting as a sign he 
was having heart trouble. Max was put in an 
oxygen tent overnight and given a battery of 
tests. 

“My roommates believed that the cat was 
about to die,” Adams says. “I arrived the 
next day and went and got him. I just 
thought it was complete bullshit. My cat was 
fine.” The hundreds of dollars that Max’s 


trip to the hospital cost Adams left her some- 


what bitter about the experience. “It sort of

In his book Veterinary Ethics, Jerrold Tan- 


nenbaum, an associate professor at Tufts Uni- 


versity School of Veterinary Medicine, writes: 


Many clients who say, or have convinced 
themselves, that they “cannot afford” an 
alternative to euthanasia can afford it in 
the sense in which they would literally be 
able to pay for it if they made financial 
arrangements to do so. What they really 
mean is that they do not regard saving the 
animal to be worth the economic burden. 


The dilemma Tannenbaum articulates is a 
new one: owners of sick pets have always 
been able to put animals down, but they 


haven’t always had the option of angioplasty. 


If it’s going to cost $8000 for a year’s worth of 
cancer treatments for your pet, and the benefit 
is going to be seven months of additional life, 


then you have To ask, “Is if worth it?” 


reaffirmed rumors I’d heard that they have 
fancy equipment and they like to use it, even 
if it’s not necessary,” she says. “I’ve heard 
they like to charge a lot of money for things 
that don’t need to be done. I have a lot of 
questions.” 


XPENSE IS a huge issue,” says Siegel, 

the radiation oncologist. “It’s unfortunate 
that that’s what it comes down to, but that’s 
the business. It takes money.” 

As its staff members never tire of telling 
you, Angell Memorial is “a state-of-the-art 
hospital, with care as good as you can get 
anywhere.” Indeed, walking through the 


The availability of expensive, high-tech treat- 
ments may open up a realm of possibilities, 
but it also places an enormous burden of re- 
sponsibility on hard-up pet owners. 

“Heck, it’s very sticky,” says Angell chief- 
of-staff and orthopedic surgeon Paul Gam- 
bardella. “It can be extraordinarily expensive 
to maintain humane care. There’s no right or 
wrong answers that can be pulled out of a 
hat.” Gambardella believes that, as much as 
possible, veterinary doctors should steer clear 
of the decision-making. Those choices are for 
the owners to make. And yet, he says, “my job 
is to go full force to try to save the animal.” 

Faced with the sophisticated medical tech- 





doors at Angell, you’d swear you’d wandered 
on to the set of ER. White-coated physicians 
skitter about, stethoscopes swinging. In myr- 
iad operating rooms, masked surgeons hud- 

dle; frowning technicians attend to bleeping, 

flickering machinery. 

As Hannah Adams discovered, all this pol- 
ished professionalism can be a problem. 
Adams’s assertion that “they have expensive 
equipment and they like to use it” might not 
be the most charitable way to put it, but it’s 
easy to see why a doctor with a lifetime of 
training and a battery of high-tech medical 
equipment at her fingertips wouldn’t be 
gung-ho for euthanasia. All too often, the 
juggernaut of advanced animal health care 
collides with clients’ drastically different 
senses of how much an animal is actually 
worth. 

At one extreme is Meredith Hobart, hap- 
pily opening her pocketbook to her cat’s 
health-care providers. On the other is a man 
who once came to Michael Pavletic, a recon- 
structive surgeon, with a badly injured dog. 
When Pavletic told the man how much it 
would cost to fix the animal, the man said, 
“Gee, Doc. For that I can buy a new dog.” 


nology available for animals, the decision for 
owners of sick pets becomes less about the 
possibility of treatment than about financial 
prudence. The choice becomes: pay up or 
put down. 

It may seem strange — grotesque, even 
— to think of the life of a so-called family 
member in terms of cost value, but some- 
times you have to: if it’s going to cost $8000 
for a year’s worth of cancer treatments for 
your pet, and the benefit is going to be seven 
months of additional life, then you have to 
ask, “Is it worth it?” 

Not surprisingly, many find choices like 
this difficult to make. 

“Unfortunately,” says Jeanne Baravella, 
department head of client services at Angell, 
“we have to contend with the fact that some 
people just can’t put finances and making a 
decision about their animal together.” 

For some people, having invested so much 
— financially and emotionally — makes 
stopping treatment a real problem. “It’s al- 
most like being in Las Vegas,” says Pavletic, 
the reconstructive surgeon. “You lose a cer- 
tain amount of money and you’re continuing 
to lose. When do you decide enough is 
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enough?” 

For others, of course, “enough” comes right 
away — not because the owner doesn’t care, 
but because not all animal lovers can afford 
the kind of treatment that Angell provides. 

“Finances are a real hot point in the orga- 
nization,” says Baravella. “Bills not only be- 
come very high, but people are paying out of 
pocket. We get a lot of people who are 
needy.” 

Unlike many animal hospitals, Angell is a 
nonprofit facility, and the hospital does at- 
tempt to lessen the financial burden of treat- 
ing a sick animal. For pet owners with very 
low incomes, Angell offers subsidies in the 
form of cut-price treatments. For others, 
there is an interest-free monthly payment 
plan, in which qualified owners 
can extend payments for up to 
12 months. There’s also animal 
insurance (see “Policy Wonks,” 
page 33), an option that is 
sorely overlooked in the New 
England area, says Baravella. 

Some pets, however, run out 
of time before their owners run 
out of money. Robin Belair 
took her six-year-old cat, 
Rhubarb, to Angell, suspecting 
liver disease. Despite the $1500 or so that 
Belair spent, Rhubarb died in the hospital. 
“Next time, I’d probably let him die at 
home,” Belair says. “I think people go way 
too far, spending way too much money. I 
spent my vacation money on my cat.” But, 
she hastens to add, “He did feel like my kid. 
I felt like I had to try. I would have gladly 
spent the money if he had lived.” And now, 
on top of the financial burden, she says, “I 
feel guilty.” 

Who wouldn’t? For most pet owners, the 
very idea of putting money before a pet feels 
like an enormous betrayal. 

“Many people feel embarrassed and

ashamed not to be able to do the max for 
their animal,” says Jane Nathanson, who 
works as a counselor at Angell. “People fec! 
a lot of guilt, and they need not. Moncy’s a 
horrible reason to have to decide on cu- 
thanasia, because you’re haunted by the 
thought you’ve destroyed a life by your own 
limitations. But that’s reality. It’s no reason 
to feel guilty.” 

Jerrold Tannenbaum takes a firmer posi- 
tion. “When a client wants to cuthanizce the 
animal because treating it is not worth it to 
him,” he writes, “the client should know that 
this is the reason behind the decision.” Be- 
sides, he asks, “Do social workers possess 
special expertise in dealing with the many 


ethical questions that can arise when clients 


must contemplate various alternatives {or 
their animals?” 


ANNENBAUM IS about as close as the 
industry gets to a certified animal cthicist, 


but even he seems bogged down by quces- 
tions. In attempting to put his finger on 
some of them, he raises two seemingly con- 
tradictory problems. Onc is “the inability of 
some patients to pay for procedures.” The 
other: “the insistence by some clients that an 
animal be kept alive when cuthanasia would 
be in its best interest.” 


The increasing availability of advanced 


treatments for pets has more than just prac-

treatment. 
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tical implications for animal welfare; it marks 
a shift in the very definition of animal wel- 
fare. Whereas the prevention of pain and suf- 
fering has long been the cornerstone of vet- 
erinary medicine, that is quickly and quietly 
being-supplanted by another, more-human 
model: the preservation — and the sanctity 
— of life. Human death has long been 
viewed as a kind of failure; the better animal 
care gets, the more we invest in our animals, 
the more a pet’s death can feel the same way. 
Treat animals like people, and you start 
thinking of them as people — which, legally, 
they are not. 

No matter how much people think of their 
pets as kids, any animal — cat, horse, rat, 
chicken, or dog — is ultimately a piece of 
property, like a car or a television set. And 
while it’s still legal to kill a pet and illegal to 
torture it, it’s perfectly legal to submit a pet 
to potentially torturous procedures in the in- 
terest of saving its life. But is that in the pet’s 
best interest, or the owner’s? The animal 
certainly has very little say in the matter. 

Dr. Tracey Ritzman, a specialist in avian 
and exotic-animal medicine at Angell, recalls 
fitting a ferret with a pacemaker a while 
back. The animal didn’t survive the proce- 
dure, says Ritzman, but a pacemaker was 
what the ferret’s owner wanted, and a pace- 
maker was what the ferret got. 

“If people are honest,” says Mary Beth 
Sweetland of People for the Ethical Treat- 
ment of Animals (PETA), “most will admit 
that keeping an animal alive is mostly for our 
benefit. I think if the prognosis is poor and 
the veterinary doctor tells you that physical 
suffering will occur, you have to make a de- 
cision. Once you’re adding to suffering be- 
cause you can’t stand to let go, that’s where 
you draw the line.” To do anything else, she 
says, is “selfish, unconscionable.” 

Paul Gambardella also uses the word 
“selfish” in describing this scenario. “If an 
animal is suffering too much,” he says, “then 
the owner has crossed the line, and that ani- 
mal ought not to live. We have to counsel, 
we have to get them turned around.” 

Sheri Siegel agrees. “You want to make 
sure that the treatment isn’t worse than the 
disease itself,” she says. The problem is, a 
dog might yowl when you step on its tail, but 
unlike humans, animals can’t really express 
chronic pain — which means we're often 
guessing about their quality of life. 

In her field, Siegel explains, there are 
some guidelines to follow, such as the type 
and severity of the cancer. “What’s the 
prognosis? A year? Several years? A few 
months?” she asks. “A year is a lot. A few 
months, you have to question.” It ultimately 
boils down to a decision of when, exactly, 
killing becomes the most compassionate 
treatment. 

“When there’s a decision to think about 
something like open-chest surgery,” says 
cardiologist Nancy Laste, “we try to weigh 


risk benefit and cost benefit, we try to get 
owners to consider the pain involved. We try 
to evaluate carefully as far as overall health, 
see if there’s anything else on the horizon.” 
Even though variables abound, Laste says, 
“Most people make good decisions.” 

But what is a good decision? This is a 
question that keeps cropping up, and one 
that remains impossible to pin down. We 
cannot assess a dog’s quality of life based 
on its mental status, as we can with hu- 
mans. Humans think, therefore we are, 
and when we stop thinking — it’s time for 
others to think about pulling the plug. But 
what constitutes dogness? The ability to 
fetch a stick, perhaps. So a legless dog is 
no longer a functioning dog, right? 
Wrong. An outfit called K-9 Carts in Mon- 
tana offers little strap-on wheelchairs for 
handicapped pets. Even with one of these 
things attached to him, Rover won’t be 
jumping over any more fences, but at least 
he’ll enjoy a somewhat active — if some- 
what weird — life. 

But what about dogs who have chased 
their last sticks, yet still are kept alive? 
“People for whom money is no object may 
leave an animal on a respirator,” says 
Gambardella. “Yes, the animal is not very 
functional and not very conscious, but it’s 
not in pain. Is it wrong to do that? Maybe 
you and I might think so, but if [the own- 
ers] don’t think so and they’ve got the 
money to pay for these machines, you can 
interject views, but they have to make the 
decision.” The bottom line is that without 
strict ethical guidelines, decisions must be 
made on a case-by-case basis. And yet, 
says Gambardella, “the line is different for 
different people.” 

For the owner of a sick pet, even one in 
extreme pain, walking into Angell Memorial 
— with its flashy machinery, its air of 
scrubbed efficiency — makes it easy to suc- 
cumb to a sort of magical thinking, to believe 
that science might deliver a miracle cure. 
Even devout observers of animal welfare fall 
into this trap. 

“To tell the truth, I made that mistake,” 
says PETA’s Mary Beth Sweetland. “I took 
my dog Oscar to a specialist. I have absolute- 
ly no doubt that he was suffering terribly. I 
put this dog through living hell, I dragged 
him through every test, and in the end they 
couldn’t save him. I know now I was doing it 
to assuage my own sorrow. So call me self- 
ish.” Sweetland says she learned her lesson, 
though. “I’ve euthanized two dogs in the last 
four years,” she says. 


N A way, the logical extension of the urge 

to preserve animal life is the so-called Mis- 
siplicity Project at Texas A&M University, 
which, for a price, will offer your pet eternal 
life — sort of. Shell out $1800, and you 
can have your animal’s cell tissue stored in 
a “doggybank” in preparation for a time 
(slated for around 2004) when the pet can 











Policy wonks 


Although pet insurance has been available in the US for about 10 years, it hasn't 
yet proven hugely popular. According to Trina Theall, executive vice-president of 
Preferred Health insurance, which insures pets, that's at least partly because 
many owners just don't know it exists — and if they do, they don't take it seriously. 
“Many people don’t look at it as real insurance,” Theall says. “They insure other 
prized possessions: their houses, their cars, boats, lives, and families, yet they 


don't insure their pets.” 


Veterinarians, too, are skeptical. “They're leery of it,” Theall says, “afraid it's going 
{o cause more paperwork, afraid they're going to have to wait for reimbursement.” 

And insurance companies don’t see pet insurance as being particularly lucra- 
tive. “The premiums are so low,” says Theall. “If the average premium is $150, it's 
going to take an awtul lot of customers to make that cost-effective.” 

There are, however, a few pet-insurance companies out there, and Theall pre- 
dicts that the industry will blossom as animal heath-care becomes more extensive 
— and expensive. Three major companies offer insurance to pet owners in the 
Massachusetts area; premiums vary according to the age, species, breed, and 
health of the insured pet, plus other variables. (Call or log on to the companies’ 
Web sites for details; be sure to ask about fee schedules and whether policies 
cover congenital or hereditary disorders.) The following chart compares policies 
and basic costs for a young, healthy animal.

be cloned. That procedure will cost about 
$12,000. Interested owners, though, will 
have to take a ticket and stand in line. 
Thanks to the $3.5 million donated to the 
university by her owners, a border collie 
cross named Missy will be the first dog 
cloned. There has already been a clamor of 
interest from other pet owners, including, 
reportedly, celebrities such as Elizabeth 
Taylor and Snoop Dogg. “It’s the ultimate 
in sick,” says PETA’s Sweetland. “There 
are 22 million unwanted animals eutha- 
nized each year, and these jokers are trying 
to clone dogs so people can pretend their 
dog is still there.” 

And that’s the nub of the matter: ques- 
tions regarding high-tech animal proce- 
dures often hinge less on what’s ethical, 
practical, or even humane than on the own- 
er’s sentimental attachment to a pet. In a 
sense, what’s scientifically accurate doesn’t 
matter haif as much as what people feel. 
Hence Angell’s last stop for pet owners: 
therapy groups. 

“The loss of a pet is a traumatic event, a 
real crisis,” says Jane Nathanson, a rehabili- 
tation counselor at Angell. “People feel over- 
whelmed with grief.” Nathanson leads two 
support programs at the hospital: one for 
people whose pets are nearing the end, and 
one for people whose pets have already died. 
Like traditional group therapy, Nathanson’s 
sessions consist of people sitting in a circle 
and sharing their feelings with one another. 
Tears and self-recrimination are common- 
place. Nathanson, who is a licensed social 
worker, directs the sessions by drawing on 
what she’s learned in her 12 years in the pet- 
loss business. 

“People are seeking guidance and educa- 
tion along with group support,” she says. 
“They want a sense of direction. How do 
you cope?” 

Owners’ grief is often infused with large 
doses of guilt: guilt over not having been 
able to afford treatments, guilt over having 
followed an unsuccessful course of treat- 
ment, and guilt over the sheer level of grief 
they are experiencing. 

“People may feel more grief than they did 
for the death of a family member,” 
Nathanson says. “They don’t understand: 
‘My own father died, and this means more to 
me.’ Sometimes I'll pick up the phone and 
someone will be sobbing, and the first words 
out of their mouth will be ‘I’m sorry.’ ” But, 
says Nathanson, “we need to grieve, and re- 
spect ourselves with our grief.” And this isn’t 
always so easy. 

Despite our society’s increasing human- 





ization of its pets, there remains an abiding 
“it’s only a dog” attitude, and a sort of 
snickering scorn for people who shed tears 
over the loss of an animal. There are still 
many who hold animal ownership to strict 
utilitarian standards. Go to rural Maine and 
suggest the linear accelerator for a cancer- 
ous dog, and you’re likely to get laughed out 
of the state. 

If the “heck, take it out back and shoot it 
approach is at one extreme of the attitude 
toward animal treatment, Michael Pavletic 
has seen his share of the other extreme. He 
recalls somebody who asked him to put a 
diamond stud in a dog’s ear (he refused). 
“You have to educate them that this is not a 
legitimate reason to treat an animal,” 
Pavletic says. 

Legitimacy in this world, though, is high- 
ly subjective. Isn’t it also absurd to spend 
hundreds of dollars to treat a chicken that 
might just as easily have found its way into 
a McCloud’s Meaty Muffin? Isn’t it verging 
on the frivolous to fork out thousands on 
futuristic canine cancer treatments? What’s 
next, medical marijuana? A dog is a dog is 
a dog, right? 

The point is that it isn’t so much a dog, 
but someone’s dog, our dog. Pavletic de- 
scribes the “intense joy and euphoria” he 
feels when watching a once-sick dog 
“wagging its tail, joining its family.” Sen- 
timental, yes. But attempting to remove 
sentiment from the matter is like trying to 
discuss marriage in purely contractual 
terms. 

As Bob the greyhound dodders out of An- 
gell’s radiation lab — munching on biscuits, 
happily weathering a barrage of affection — 
it’s easy to see what Pavletic means. Bob 
won’t be able to sidestep his mortality forev- 
er, but that doesn’t seem to matter right now 
— at least not to him. 

“They’re so different than we are,” says 
Sheri Siegel, who was Bob’s oncologist. 
“Other than the dirty word of cancer, they’re 
so happy. They don’t know they’re sick.” 

And then she moves on to her own pets, 
two cats named Elbe and Emma. “They 
think I’m crazy,” she says. “Every day I pick 
them up and give them a little squeeze.” 

If she were to find a tumor, would Siegel 
put her own animals through cancer proce- 
dures? “I don’t know what I'll do if and 
when that day comes,” she says. “What do 
you do when it’s your own pet? I don’t

“If any girls out there 
want to learn, I'll teach them for free,” she says. 
“That's how strongly | feel about it. Too many 
women think of guitar as a macho thing; they 
don't realize you can be feminine and play.” 

The honky-tonk singer/guitarist practices what 
she preaches, too. Like 50s pioneering female 
country artists Janis Martin and Wanda Jackson 
— the girl Elvises of their day — Flores may take 
the stage in vintage Western outfits and bright 
red lipstick and with her hair done up, but no 
manicure can stop her from tearing into a guitar 
solo. She thinks that getting more women 
interested in guitar will change the common 
misperception that only guys can wail, but 
there's a condition to her generous offer, as she 
acknowledges with a laugh: “Of course, they 
have to be around where | am.” 

Tracking Flores down has been no easy task 
since the release of Dance Hall Dreams 
(Rounder), her fifth solo album. Having spent the 
last two months in Europe, she’s currently 
touring the states (including a stop next 
Thursday at Johnny D's). And after calling Los 


Angeles home for nearly a decade, she’s 
considering a move to Nashville to join the 
growing ranks of talented songwriters there, like 
Duane Jarvis and Jim Lauderdale, whose work

falls outside country music's mainstream. 

For nearly three decades Flores has carved a 
successful career out of the country-music 
margins. Born in San Antonio in 1950 and raised 
in San Diego, she’started her first country-rock 
band in high school and made a minor splash on 
the '80s underground music scene with the 
Screamin’ Sirens, a campy, all-girl rockabilly act. 
But it wasn't until she embarked on a solo career 
in 1987 that she began to earn critical acclaim, 
finding herself lumped in with Dwight Yoakam 
and k.d. lang as part of the “new traditionalist” 
movement. Like Yoakam and lang, Flores 
recorded music that dispensed with the layers of 
production that had become so prevalent in 
Nashville, harking back to a more stripped-down 
country sound. 

Since then country music has strayed even 
farther from its humble hillbilly origins, but Flores 
continues to make the kind of records she'd like 
to hear more of. “It's all Garth Brooks and the 
Gap nowadays, and it just doesn't smell like 
country anymore; it smells like the city. Real 
country music is so much cooler. I'd like to be 
able to turn on country radio stations and hear 
pedal steel guitar and twin fiddles. That stuff has 
got heart. Shania Twain and Garth write good 
songs, but they're not really country songs. They 
belong on pop radio.” . 


Recorded live at the Cibolo Creek Country 
Club, a landmark San Antonio dancehall, 
Flores's Dance Hall Dreams echoes the sound 
of 50s country and rockabilly records but also 
draws upon her diverse musical interests. “The 
Man Downstairs” grooves with a Muscle Shoals 
vibe, “It Came from Memphis” bubbles with the 
blues, and “We'll Survive” is a folky number that 
hints at the political and musical consciousness 
Flores developed growing up in the '60s. She 
was as enamored with Bob Dylan and Joan 
Baez as she was with the Beatles; whose 
influence is heard on “Who's Gonna Fix It Now,” 
a McCartney-style tearjerker that she wrote 
about the loss of her father. 

“| went through a lot of pain between 1994 
and 1999, losing a loved one, losing a boyfriend, 
getting ripped off by someone in the music 
business,” she explains. “When times seemed 
too tough to get through, though, | got through 
‘em anyway. | don't know if those experiences 
harden you or just make you more able to cope 
with things, but | feel like | can deal with anything 
now.”

somic books (the Tarzan I grew up 
with, in the early ’50s). Live-action 
IV series starring Ron Ely (the first, 
‘rom 1966 to 1969, with no Jane), 
Wolf Larsen, and Joe Lara, plus an 
elephant herd of Saturday-morning 
cartoons. 

Now Disney. You might ask 
what took Walt & co. so long — 
especially since Burroughs him- 
self envisioned an animated Tar- 
zan as early as 1936. Or you 
might wonder whether, after 
nearly a century of Tarzana, 
there’s anything left to say. 

In fact, despite simplifying and 
making the story suitable for chil- 
dren, Disney finds plenty. The 
nyth is a powerful one: the man 
who is also a beast, a hunter, a 
orovider, a protector in a savage, 
ost-Darwinian world, our link to 
he apes from which we descend- 
2d. James Fenimore Cooper 
touches on it in his Leatherstock- 
ing Tales; E.M. Forster hints at it 
in A Room with a View (where 
Lucy Honeychurch chooses the 
virile George over the effete 
Cecil), and indeed it’s not hard to 
see why it flourished in Edward- 
ian and World War I England, 
with the overcivilized British Em- 
»ire slowly setting in the west. 
(The idea even turns up in James 
Cameron’s Titanic, Rose prefer- 
ring Jack to Cal.) Surroughs’s 
Tarzan of the Apes, which first 
appeared as a novel in 1914, is 
the story of an ape man who's 
also a titled peer, Lord Greystoke. 
The first Johnny Weissmuller/ 
Maureen O'Sullivan film makes 
Tarzan a laconic, seemingly slow- 














witted primitive (Burroughs’s 
Tarzan, improbably, teaches him- 
self to read and write from his 
father’s books and soon learns to 
speak perfect English as well), but 
he wasn’t primitive enough to fend 
off cinematic competition from an 
even more apelike hero, King 
Kong, with Fay Wray as Jane. 

Disney hews closer to Bur- 
roughs, both in concept and in 
details, than most of the versions 
that followed: this new animated 
Tarzan moves like an ape (with 
some skate- and surfboard moves 
thrown in) but thinks like a man. 
He also has something few Dis- 
ney heroes have ever had: a moth- 
er. The story opens with Tarzan’s 
birth parents, Lord and Lady 
Greystoke, abandoning _ their 
flaming ship off the coast of 
Africa. They set up house in the 
jungle, where Tarzan is born, but 
his mother dies and his father is 
killed by the leopard Sabor. Sabor 
has also dispatched the baby of 
gorilla couple Kerchak and Kala, 
so when Kala hears Tarzan cry- 
ing, her maternal instincts kick 
back in. Ever since Bambi’s moth- 
er died, Disney has been giving us 
motherless children (Cinderella, 
Ariel, Beauty, Pocahontas) if not 
orphans (Peter Pan — but it’s his 
mother he wants). Tarzan has a 
loving foster mother but no foster 
father, since Kerchak refuses to 
accept the baby, saying, “It’s not 
our kind.” 

The usual Disney themes apply: 
Tarzan grows up hoping to be 
accepted by Kerchak and trying to 
figure out why he’s different from 
the other apes. Voiced by Alex D. 
Linz (Home Alone 3), he’s relent- 
lessly cute and whitebread, getting 
into mischief with his wisecracking 
gorilla pal Terk (Rosie O’ Donnell) 
and his neurotic elephant buddy 
Tantor (Taylor Dempsey), invari- 
ably angering Kerchak (Lance 
Henriksen), invariably being con- 
soled by his mother. Kala (Glenn 
Close) is all apprehension as she 
creeps into the Greystokes’ tree- 
house and peers around, eyes big, 
nostrils flared, mouth pursed and 
lowered, and even when she cradles 
Tarzan she hardly knows what to 
make of this hairless, odd-smelling 
white ape. But the animators have 
given her such grace, such tender- 
ness, such solicitude, she locks like 
the gorilla version of an overstuffed 
teddy bear, and Close’s delivery 
provides her June Cleaver lines a 
depth the scriptwriters left out. 

Once humans arrive, the adult 
Tarzan (Tony Goldwyn) has to 
choose which world he wants to live 
in. In Burroughs’s novel, Professor 
Porter and his daughter Jane are put 
ashore by mutinous sailors; here the 
professor (Nigel Hawthorne) is a 
dotty scientist hoping to study 
gorillas with the help of his support- 
ive daughter (Minnie Driver). The 
serpent in the garden is their jungle 
guide, Clayton (Brian Blessed), a 
first cousin of Pocahontas’s Rat-

cliffe who’s scheming to capture the 
gorillas and sell them. (In the origi- 
nal, Clayton is Tarzan’s cousin and 
his rival for Jane, so there’s an 
opportunity lost.) Naturally Tarzan, 
after a few well-meaning blunders, 
saves most of his family (killed by 
the white hunters, a dying Kerchak 
finally accepts his son) and exposes 
Clayton for the creep that he is. 
But Disney animations are 
almost invariably love stories, so it’s 
no surprise that the heart of this 
Tarzan is the one shared by Tarzan 
and Jane. Minnie Driver and the 
animators turn Jane into a young 
Julie Andrews, a girl who, in her 
proper English dress and school tie 
and white gloves and matching 
parasol, looks stuffy but is really sly 
and full of fun. Like Tarzan, like her 
father, like everyone at Disney, Jane 
loves animals; when a baby monkey 
perches on her shoulder she gives it 
an affectionate, almost maternal

Wim Wenders visits the Buena Vista Social Club 


BY JOSH KUN “Donde estan los viejos,” asks 
Compay Segundo. Buena Vista Social Club, the 


new documentary directed by Wim Wenders and 


produced by guitarist Ry Cooder, begins with a | 


search for old folks. Dressed in a white suit and 
clutching his omnipresent cigar, legendary 92- 


year-old singer and_ instru- 
mentalist Compay Segundo 
patrols the streets of Havana, 
looking for anyone seasoned 
enough to remember _ the 
whereabouts of the Buena Vista 
Social Club, a members-only club 
in the East Havana Hills that 
produced, along with Segundo, 
some of the island’s greatest and 
most forgotten players. 

The directions he gets are 
vague at best, and we quickly 
learn that either the club has com- 
pletely vanished or only pieces 
remain. From that early moment 
on, Buena Vista Social Club 
becomes far more than a docu- 
mentary; it becomes both a 
seductive excavation of an extra- 
ordinary group of musicians long 
buried in the sounds of memory 
and a frayed postcard valentine to 
Havana, a city that Wenders calls 
“a disappearing beauty.” 

The project’s roots date back to 
1996, when guitarist and veteran 
global music prospector Ry 
Cooder was asked by World 
Circuit records to fly to Havana to 
work on a collaboration between 
Malinese musicians and old-timer 
Afro-Cubans. When visa prob- 
lems blocked the African contin- 
gent’s arrival, Cooder stayed on 
to work with the “super abuelos,” 
and the result was 1998’s Buena 
Vista Social Club album, an extra- 
ordinary collection of delicate and 
emotional sones and boleros that 
would go on to sell more than a 
million copies worldwide, snag a 
Grammy, and revive the careers 
of Segundo, Ibrahim Ferrer, 
Eliades Ochoa, Rubén Gonzalez, 
and others. 

Wenders entered the picture 
when he asked Cooder, his friend 
for more than 20 years, to com- 
pose the score for his 1997 film 
The End of Violence. During the 
sessions, Cooder’s inability to 
stop talking about his Cuban 
sojourn ignited Wenders’s interest 
in making the trip. 

“I had never been to Cuba 
before,” explains Wenders by tele- 
phone from his LA home. “It was 
like a dream to finally go. What 
really got me there was Ry 
Cooder’s enthusiasm for this 
music and the experience he had 
when he recorded the Buena Vista 
Social Club album and the way he 
was talking about it relentlessly 
and all the stories he told me 
about these guys. I thought if half 
of what he told me was true, I had 
to see these people. He was so full 
of the experience and it was so 
contagious that eventually I just 
said, ‘Hey, next time take me with 
you.’ ” 

So when Cooder went back to 
Havana last year to record the 
first solo album of lulling boleros 
by the honey-voiced Buena Vista 
singer Ibrahim Ferrer (whom 
Cooder dubs “a Cuban Nat King 
Cole”), Wenders — working on 
one week’s notice — went along 





with a cameraman and a sound 
engineer for a minimalist three- 
week Havana shoot. But the three 
weeks grew into a cumulative year 
of footage when Wenders decided 
to follow the group on tour to 
Amsterdam and New York City. 
The Amsterdam performance 
produces one of the film’s most 
memorable moments: a bolero 
duet between Ferrer and the ele- 
gant Omara Portuondo that 
leaves Portuondo in tears. In New 
York, with the specter of the US 
embargo hanging over them, the 
group visit the Statue of Liberty, 
misrecognize a JFK doll, and play 
Carnegie Hall in the film’s cli- 
mactic closing minutes. 

Yet for all of Buena Vista’s con- 
cert footage, the film’s true center 
is the graceful combination of liq- 
uid, video snapshots of Havana 
— waves crashing over ’50s cars 
on the Malecén, an_ elderly 
woman smoking an enormous 
cigar with unassuming 
excerpts from the Ferrer record- 
ing sessions and often stunning 
individual portraits of each of the 
Buena Vista musicians. A cow- 
boy-hatted Eliades Ochoa sings a 
guajira about his countryside 
home while sitting in the middle 
of an abandoned railroad yard. 
Former Arsenio Rodriguez side- 
man Rubén Gonzalez unfolds his 
warm piano strolls in a luminous 
recital hall as young children 
practice ballet. Portuondo walks 
down a Havana street singing 
“Veinte afios” and finds herself in 
a duet with an anonymous 
woman she passes. Bassist 
Orlando “Cachaito” Lopez plucks 
his instrument in the center of an 
empty room lit only by stained- 
glass windows. 

Shooting on Digi-Beta with a 
SteadiCam, Wenders approaches 
each musician with grace and 
caution — circling him or her on 
tiptoes and slowly moving from 
wide panoramic shots to gentle 
close-ups of wrinkled hands and 
worn matchbooks. It is a formula 
that the director parts with only 
once, when he visits Ferrer in his 
small apartment (Ferrer is wor- 
ried when Wenders is late; he 
thinks the cops have picked him 
up). Ferrer proudly displays his 
altar to his personal divinity, 
Lazaro, and in meticulous detail 
explains how he lights Lazaro 
candles, spritzes him with per- 
fume, and gives him flowers, bee 
honey, and his favorite offering, a 
shot of rum. 

“Once I got to know them bet- 
ter, these people really are like 
characters in a movie or a play,” 
says Wenders. “The leading play- 
ers in the band were such extraor- 
dinary people that I wanted to 
introduce them one by one. I did- 
n’t want to go to Cuba and shoot 
this music from tripods because I 
thought it would be really stiff and 
academic. I also didn’t feel like 
shooting it hand-held because

that tends to be rather rough and 
edgy. The music is so elegant that 
I thought if I had a SteadiCam I 
could be constantly moving and it 
would be smooth.” 

Although the film privileges the 
stories and experiences of the 
Cuban musicians, it is openly shot 
from the outside looking in. And it’s 
the dual perspective of Wenders 
and Cooder that, especially in the 
movie’s first half, structures Buena 
Vista’s narrative direction. Whereas 
Wenders himself stays out of the 
frame (something he didn’t do in 
his two previous “diary” experi- 
ments with documentary, Tokyo- 
Ga and Notebook on Cities and 
Clothing), Cooder is featured 
prominently. For large portions of 
the film, we’re reminded of his 
mediation in the music we’re hear- 
ing and the people we’re meeting. 
Early on we see him and his drum- 
mer son Joachim cruising the 
Havana streets in a motorcycle and 
sidecar like hipster tropical explor- 
ers, and Wenders can hardly keep 
the camera from wandering back to 
Cooder’s face during the group’s 
performances. In one uncomfort- 
able moment during the 
Amsterdam show, the band sing the 
line “Enjoy the real thing” and 
Wenders cuts to Cooder. Which 
does little to quell the debates 











sparked when the Buena Vista 
recording was released last year: 
how do we understand Cooder’s 
role in bringing this music to the 
public? Is Buena Vista Social Club 
just another story of cultural bro- 
kerage, with Cooder as the white 
North American who gives Afro- 
Cubans the gift of their own music? 

Wenders deflects such criti- 
cism. “Each of these musicians is 
thrilled and extremely grateful to 
Ry for either the second chance 
Ry gave them or, in the case of 
Ibrahim, the first chance. 
Anybody who knows Ry and 
knows his modesty and knows his 
love for these people and for any 
of the musicians he has rediscov- 
ered in the course of his career 
would know it’s a criticism that is 
totally obsolete. You’d know it as 
soon as you would talk to the 
people themselves.” 

More of an issue, when you 
consider how synonymous Cuba 
is with its political history, is 
Buena Vista’s conscious pursuit of 
visual lyricism over political con- 
tent. There are no direct refer- 
ences to the revolution, and 
there’s no overt discussion of the 
embargo’s role in Havana's 
decline, though the impact of both 
are palpable throughout. Here, as 
elsewhere in Buena Vista,

Wenders simply hints, offering 
aesthetically rich, impressionistic 
clues: the band flying a Cuban flag 
from the stage of Carnegie Hall, 
the marquee of the Karl Marx 
Hotel that’s missing an R, a story 
of Che letting Fidel beat him at 
golf. Ferrer gets in the film’s sole

sentiment when he remarks, “If 
we'd followed the way of the pos- 
sessions, we’d have disappeared 
long ago. We have learned to resist 
the good and the bad.” 

In other words, Wenders sacri- 
fices political sloganeering for the 
loftier goal of making a film that 
achieves the state of music. He’s 
the rare director who listens when 
he sees; his shots billow and glow 
like the romantic breeze of a 
bolero or shift and roll like the 
quiet polyrhythms of an old son. 
In the end, the music is the film’s 
most enduring character — its 
songs and stories return the musi- 
cians who bring it to life to their 
rightful place in a history too 
infrequently told. 

“The music comes so much 
out of experience and out of life,” 
the director concludes. “It’s truly 
not show business. It’s music that 
they’re breathing and that they 
need to live. It comes so much 
from the heart and soul that it’s 
as elementary as it can be. We 
often forget how elementary 
music is.” cI 
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Identity crisis 
The Third Man's mysteries live on

put it in a dither. People 
and movies have, though. 
The crisis of individuality 
and style that is so much 
the heart of the matter in 


this Graham Greene-— 
concocted noirish pastry 
has long since been 


resolved for the worst. 
Restored to its director’s- 
cut length, 11 minutes 
longer than David O. 
Selznick’s American 
theatrical release (this 
fuller version has been 
available on video), Carol 
Reed’s film seems 
cheekier and more vital 
than ever, a bittersweet 
eulogy to heroism and 
moral clarity and a 
mordant embrace of the 
quagmire to come. 

As the title suggests, the 
nature of identity is the 
film’s big question, and 
Selznick inadvertently 
added to the murk by his 
meddlings, so that from the 
beginning the question of 
authorship is in doubt. In a 
breezily sinister opening 
montage, a voiceover nar- 
rator, a kind of Conradian 
storyteller, sets the scene. 
In the original film the 
voice belonged to director 
Reed; in the American 
release it’s that of Joseph 
Cotten, who plays protago- 
nist Holly Martins. An 
American pulp-fiction more pedantic. 
writer down on his luck, — 
Martins has traveled to 
Vienna at the invitation of his old

After the Baroque brilliance of 32 Short Films About Glenn Gould, the Canadian film- 
making team of director Francois Girard and co-screenwriter Don McKellar pass from 
the solo to the concerto form in The Red Violin. In emphasizing the instrument, how- 
ever, they've sacrificed the players, not to mention the music. A worn, faintly crimson 
violin goes up for auction in Switzerland — the legendary, long-lost “Red Violin” made 
by the master craftsman Nicolo Busotti (Carlo Cecchi) in the late 17th century (this is 
all fictitious), and in the tense minutes as the bidders scramble to possess it, the histo- 
ry and the peregrinations of the object they covet unfolds in flashbacks. Of these 
episodes, the best are the tragicomedy of a 19th-century orphan child prodigy with a 
weak heart and the chilling travails of those trying to preserve the violin from the Red 
Brigades during the Chinese Cultural Revolution. But the tale of a Paganini-like British 
artiste (Jason Flemyng) and his passion for a muse played by Greta Scacchi sounds a 
sour note, and the film’s prevailing theme — the transcendence of love over greed, tran- 
sience, and delusion -— falls flat. As does the original music by John Corigliano. Samuel 
Jackson puts in the standout performance as the present-day restorer who first discov- 
ers the violin —- imperious, vulnerable, driven. It’s a pity he doesn’t get to play it as well.

The First Newport International Film Festival, in June of last year, was such a 
smash in every way — an assured staff, fine films, affable guests, great parties — 
that it was hard to imagine a follow-up fest again going without a hitch. I’m pleased 
to report that for the second fest, the films were once more superbly chosen, and 
the soirees definitely first-rate. Is there a closing-night party on earth so thorough- 
ly enjoyable as Newport’s now annual under-a-tent clambake, with quahogs, 
chowder, and lobster for all? 

Still, UPS contributed to a sophomore wobble with its belated shipping of key 
films, so that this year’s schedule was sometimes in disarray. “It’s horrible!” festi- 
val director Nancy Donahoe testified. “When I went to other festivals and wit- 
nessed cancellations, I said this would never be us. It sucks!” 

Last yedr, many screenings were lightly attended — excusable for a first-time 
festival. Unfortunately, the Second Newport International Film Festival started the 
same sparse way. Lots of spiffy Newport citizenry did show for the fest’s opening 
night, a sneak of Miramax’s Oscar Wilde adaptation An Ideal Husband; and as the 
weekend approached, the crowds did pick up, even for esoteric documentaries. But 
packed houses are still in the future. 

“This year’s festival was more heavily 
promoted, so we need to spend time on 
attendance,” Donahoe said. “Maybe next 
year we can get high schools involved, or 
groups of elderly. If we didn’t need 250 
volunteers to work, they'd be all in the 
theaters. They’re the ones who obviously 
love movies.” 

A Newport special attraction were the 
daily seminars with film professionals on 
insider subjects: screenwriting, market- 
ing, pitching, etc. (I was part of an opin- 
ionated panel on film criticism that included the Globe’s Betsy Sherman and two 
feuding New York journalists.) A fest highlight for me was a gathering of accom- 
plished film-music composers, including folky Mason Daring, who writes for John 
Sayles, and “noir” composer Michael Small, who was responsible for Klute and 
The Parallax View. Each demonstrated his talents by improvising a score on the 
spot to a one-minute title sequence for a nature film. 

They also told composer anecdotes. Small: “For Brian De Palma’s Sisters, pro- 

ese ducer Ed Pressman called me 
and asked, ‘Could you do a 
“| Bernard Herrmann score?” I 
said, “Yes, but do you happen to 
know that Bernard Herrmann is 
still alive?’ That’s how I got 
@ Herrmann a job.” And Daring 
explained the reason for those 
dreadful wall-to-wall-of-irrele- 
vant-rock-songs movies. A film 
actually needs three songs, but 
the rights are prohibitive — say, 
$50,000 per song. The filmmak- 
er asks a record company to pick 
up the $150,000 cost. In 
exchange, the record company 
gets to cram the soundtrack (and 
the soundtrack album) with arbi- 
trary songs by artists who are 
under contract to that company.

Salerno-Sonnenberg. Among fiction features, | was much impressed by The Big 
Brass Ring, George Hickenlooper’s daring venture to rewrite for the screen a not- 
quite-completed, unproduced 1983 Orson Welles screenplay. 

Hickenlooper would be damned if his film were too derivative of Welles’s 
baroque style, and damned also if he didn’t pay enough visual allegiance to the 
Citizen Kane auteur. To me, he found the right mixture of Wellesian ambiance and 
his own neo-noir vision. If anything, The Big Brass Ring film seems less Orson than 
an homage to the Dashiell Hammett of The Glass Key. Both The Brass Ring on film 
and Hammett’s book are symbolic father/son noirs set in the political arena of 
American cities: the movie adeptly switches Welles’s Madrid setting to St. Louis, 
Hickenlooper’s birthplace. 

Rare at a film festival: I, the cynic, was in total synch with the Audience Award 
for the most popular feature. We the people fell hard for Nisha Ganatra’s sweet, 
inventive comedy Chutney Popcorn, about an Indian-American lesbian in her 20s 
(Ganatra) who decides to get pregnant as a surrogate mother for her infertile mar- 
ried sister. 

NYU grad Ganatra admitted apprehension about showing her film to a white, 
older, preppy, yacht-obsessed Newport audience. “I feel like I’m in a movie set in 
this town, like Disney World. I walked by a fire station and there was a guy in there 
with an actual handlebar moustache. But when I showed my film, the audience was 
laughing! They were honestly moved!” Ganatra noted differences in audience reac- 
tion from previous Chutney Popcom screenings. “The lesbian scenes were ‘okay,’ 
glossed over, but-there was interest when, ‘Oh, the husband and wife are in bed.’ 
The Newport audience seemed pretty positive that the husband and wife would get 
back together but confused who gets the newborn infant. At the Seattle Film 
Festival, it was clear: lesbians will raise the baby!” ae

Silicon Valley, After Stonewall

had been created by gays and lesbians, the 
computer industry would be one big happy 


family, driven by nothing but a 
sincere desire to make the 
world a freer place. And if Bill 
Gates had been a little more 
graceful at the roller disco, he 
would have become the richest 
man in the world by cornering 
the market in Donna Summer 
albums. 

At least, that’s the impres- 
sion I get from two films cov- 
ering different social revolu- 
tions of the past 30 years. The 
much-hyped docudrama 
Pirates of Silicon Valley (pre- 
miering June 20 at 8 p.m. on 
TNT) reduces the battle 


between Apple Computers and 
Microsoft to a pissing contest 
between two stereotypes, with

victory going to the more 
insane player. Pirates writer 
and director Martyn Burke 
tries to depict Apple founder 
Steve Jobs as a spoiled, ruth- 
less jerk who abandons his 
pregnant girlfriend and attacks 
one form of conformity (the 
blue suits and nuclear families 
of IBM) only to impose an 
equally narrow mindset on 
Apple employees (making 
them work so many hours that 
a family is impossible, and fir- 
ing guys who can’t look cool in 
T-shirts and jeans). Trouble is, 
Jobs is played by Noah Wyle, 
and his scenes are like an 
episode of ER in which the 
kindly Dr. Carter barks at 
interns (but in a cute, “please 
pet me” way) at the end of a 
long shift. I kept waiting for 
Carter — er, Jobs — to realize 
that he’s been taking the wrong 
prescription medicine so that 
we could get back to the saga 
of Carol Hathaway and her 
own illegitimate kid. 

Jobs is no match for Dr. Evil, 
a/k/a Microsoft billionaire and 
world ruler Bill Gates. The 
iibernerd is played by Anthony 
Michael Hall as a dropout from 
the Norman Bates School of 
Social Skills, with the high- 
pitched voice of a 14-year-old 











and a sex life that seems limited 
to sticky copies of Playboy. 
When he hits on women at a 
roller-skating rink, it seems 
he’s trying to reassure his 
Microsoft partners that he has 
a human soul. We know better, 
having already seen Gates grin- 
ning from a huge video screen 
like 1984’s Big Brother. 

Often corny and cliché’d, 
Pirates nevertheless wipes away 
the sentimental view that the 
Apple-Microsoft battle was 
about different business 
philosophies. Both Jobs and 
Gates amass power by working 
other people to death, buying 
technology from geeks who 
don’t know the value of their 


own inventions, and tricking 
corporations into buying prod- 
ucts that don’t yet exist. The 
parallel tales of egomania don’t 
leave you with many characters 
to root for. Certainly you can 
share Gates’s contempt for the 
IBM idiot who says, “The prof- 
its are in the computers them- 
selves, not this software stuff.” 
And it would be hard to get 
behind Apple co-founder Steve 
Wozniak (Joey Slotnik), the 
voice of reason (and chief nar- 
rator) of Pirates. His weak 
attempts to stand up to Jobs 
suggest he was just too lazy to 
lust after power. 

The absence of heroes in 
Pirates of Silicon Valley is con- 
siderably more believable than 
the surplus of saints in After 
Stonewall: From the Riots to 
the Millennium (June 23 at 
9:30 p.m. on Channel 2). 
Narrated by Melissa 
Etheridge, the sequel to the 
gay documentary Before 
Stonewall (1985) is a valen- 
tine to a united gay communi- 
ty that has matured through 
several decades without the 
infighting and second-guess- 
ing that has characterized the 
women’s and African- 
American civil-rights move- 
ments. This is a complete fan- 











tasy, of course, but it is appar- 
ently the intended message in 
a film that will likely be seen by 
millions of heterosexuals. After 
Stonewall avoids thé pros and 
cons of “assimilation” (the 
issue that has colored most of 
the gay intellectual debates of 
the past decade) and ignores 
the broadening of gay politics 
to include groups like the Log 
Cabin Republicans. Neither 
could you guess from seeing 
this film that gay people were 
among those who wanted to 
shut down bathhouses as a 
way to limit AIDS, or that a 
sizable part of the gay political 
community dismiss the right 
to marry as a pathetic attempt 
to imitate straight people. 

No gay or lesbian individual 
is criticized in After Stonewall, 
despite the inclusion of such 
lightning rods as safe-sex scold 
Larry Kramer and political lob- 


byist Elizabeth Birch. Perhaps 
some activists participated only 
after being assured they would 
not be criticized on camera. Or 
perhaps filmmakers Vic Basile 
and John Scagliotti included 
only those who would honor 
the queer version of Ronald 
Reagan’s famous Eleventh 
Commandment (“Thou shall 
not speak ill of a fellow 
Republican”). This approach is 
especially regrettable because 
the film doesn’t have the dra- 
matic pull of Before Stonewall, 
where one could more easily 
accept the premise that all gays 
and lesbians had the same goal 
— that is, not getting clubbed 
to death. After an hour and a 
half of self-congratulation by a 
tiny group of gay activists, After 
Stonewall scores some emo- 
tional points by lingering over 
the murder of Matthew 
Shepard and ends with an older 
lesbian musing about how nice 
it would be to live in a queer 
nursing home. The presumably 
inadvertent message is that the 
gay civil-rights movement has 
entered its twilight years, a time 
for trading war stories and 
staying away from topics that 
might excite the heart. I pray 
that the religious right is just as 
tired. ge 
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drink. “I’d say one won’t be nearly enough,” is the reply. Took the words 


right out of my mouth. 
Indeed, earlier, when the 
drinks cart started to slide 
about the Grand Salon, | 
found myself wishing it 
would roll down the Wang 
Theatre aisle so I could reach 
out and snag a gin and soda.

The Last Resort is hospitable

The Fawlty Towers reference 
can go only so far: that English 
hotel farce was one of the most 
tightly written programs on TV, 
whereas The Last Resort grew out 
of several months of improvisa- 
tion among the cast. The tech- 
nique is apparent in the many 
scenes where rambling conversa- 





tions eventually yield weird 
secrets, usually involving sickness 
or death. It must be said that 
these scenes have a ring of 
authenticity. When one actor 
says, out of the blue, “I know 
what you’re dying to ask me,” his 
intrigued co-star seems tempted 
to come back with “Yes, what am 
I supposed to be dying to ask 
you?” As for the content, Basil 
Fawlty himself would surely dis- 
miss The Last Resort as “rub- 
bish,” not only because the char- 
acters talk about their sexual 
hang-ups but also because they 
occasionally break into mechani- 
cal dance movements.

One of the biggest 
laughs from the audience at the 
performance I attended came 
when an actor created the sound 
of footsteps receding down a car- 
peted hall. (The tiny dimensions 
of the Beau Jest space surely 
helped that joke.) Another popu- 
lar moment came when a charac- 
ter smoking a cigarette lectured 
another on the importance of 
examining oneself for cancerous 
lumps — an exchange indicative 
of the absurdist dialogue 
throughout the play. 

Each of the six actors plays 
one principal role and also 
pitches in on the crowd scenes. 
Larry Coen is especially funny as 
the disgruntled leader of the wait 
staff (and as a skittish raccoon, 
among other cameos), and Lisa 
Tucker effectively underplays 
her role as a regular guest deal- 
ing with a major loss. There is 
no choreographer listed in the 
program, so director Davis 
Robinson gets credit for coordi- 








nating all the once-improvised 
moves, including a cute send-up 
of singing-waiter revues. 

The Last Resort breezes to its 
conclusion set to Dusty 
Springfield singing “The Look of 
Love” — before you know it. 
Most of the audience at an open- 
ing-weekend performance 
seemed to be long-time Beau Jest 
devotees, and they showed no 
signs of leaving after the curtain 
call. Maybe they were just dread- 
ing summer stock. a

The Publick offers a paltry Yeomen 
BY JEFFREY GANTZ The Complete Annotated Gilbert 


and Sullivan cites The Yeomen of the Guard as “one of the 
‘big five’ Gilbert and Sullivan operas.” As big as The Mikado, 


H.M.S. Pinafore, The Pirates of Penzance, 
Patience, and Iolanthe? Yes, both Gilbert 
and Sullivan regarded it as a favorite, the 
opening was hailed by the press (“We have 
a genuine English opera,” the Daily 
Telegraph wrote), and it had a decent first 
run of 423 performances. But this is hardly 
standard G&S fare: set in the Tower of 
London during the reign of Henry VIII, it’s 
an operetta that’s trying to be an opera — 
it even eschews the conventional G&S

happy ending. What’s more, its treacherous 
plot sets out the block for theater 
companies. The current Publick 
production doesn’t exactly fall under the 
headsman’s ax, but it spends much of the 
evening fettered in the Tower. 

Head Gaoler and Assistant Tormentor 
Wilfrid Shadbolt loves Sergeant Meryll’s 
daughter Phoebe, but shé has a crush on 
condemned prisoner Colonel Fairfax, who 
in turn is looking to marry strolling singer 
Elsie Maynard (beloved of strolling jester 
Jack Point) just before his execution so that 
his cousin (who connived his arrest on a 
charge of sorcery) won’t get his estate. The 








marriage takes place and Elsie is about to 
be a rich widow, but Sergeant Meryll stage- 
manages Fairfax’s escape by sneaking him 
out of the Tower (after Phoebe snatches the 
love-struck Wilfrid’s keys) and passing the 
colonel off as his son Leonard, who’s just 
back from the wars. Fairfax appears to have 
escaped, which means Wilfrid’s in dis- 
grace, Phoebe can’t marry Fairfax (since 
he’s her “brother”), Jack Point can’t marry 
Elsie (since her husband’s not dead), and 
Elsie’s not rich. 

In act two, Jack Point and Wilfrid “fix” 
everything by swearing that Wilfrid shot 
Fairfax as he tried to escape, “Leonard” 
falls for Elsie — and then Fairfax’s reprieve 
arrives. It’s ingenious but implausible, even 
by G&S standards. Phoebe’s position is 
hopeless: either Fairfax is her brother or 
he’s married. Wilfrid and Jack Point are 
never called on to explain why Fairfax isn’t 
dead. And though Phoebe and her father 
enter into shotgun marriages to keep the 
escape plot from coming out, once Fairfax 
appears as himself, the truth is out, so why 
bother? It seems appropriate that Yeomen 
should end in confusion and controversy: a 
disconsolate Jack Point falls insensible, and 
Savoyards have been arguing ever since as 
to whether he’s died or merely fainted. 

It’s a puzzlement, and you can see the 
Publick struggling even before the Overture 
starts up. Brent Wachter’s monochromatic 
gray set looks reasonably authentic, with its 
crenellated wall and suggestion of the circu- 
lar White Tower, but over two and a half 
hours it grows dull and depressing — 
couldn’t we at least have had the Tower 
Green for flooring? And the usual bare- 
bones band has been reduced to two key- 
boardists, so that for this grandest of G&S 
operas we get a glorified piano accompani- 
ment. What’s more, for act one we get all of 
two yeomen, plus the sergeant and the lieu- 
tenant. In act two their numbers swell to five 
(six counting “Leonard”), but it’s not much 
of a show, particularly when these “soldiers” 
look about as military as the Village People. 

Most of the cast are simply over- 
matched. Bob Jolly (who also directed) is 
his usual witty self as Jack Point, but he 
portrays pretty much the same character in 
every G&S production, and in truth the 
material Gilbert gives him here just isn’t 
that funny. Wendy Heyman’s over-the-top 
Phoebe isn’t exactly subtle, but at least she 
reacts to everything — check out her facial 
expressions during the “report” of 
Fairfax’s death. As the dashing Fairfax, Bill 
Monnen comes off more like Leslie 
Howard than Errol Flynn, with a light but 
appealing voice, and he shows more chem- 
istry with Phoebe than with Sarah Reese’s 
Elsie. And though Reese does have the 
necessary operatic voice, it grows shrill 
and strident under pressure, and her Elsie 
is as puckerish as her Publick Patience was 
two years ago (big improvement when she 
smiles, however). William Gardiner’s 
Wilfrid is the traditional big oaf — you’d 
think that if Gilbert wanted pathos instead 
of parody, he’d have made the gaoler a 
more serious suitor. 

Enunciation, a G&S sine qua non, is 
good, and the act-ending choruses are sub- 
lime, but the individual singing is only 
passable and the “Strange Adventure” 
quartet sounds very strange indeed. And 
why the gratuitous, mean-spirited script 
alteration that has the Lieutenant pocket- 
ing Fairfax’s estate and offering Elsie a 
mere 100 crowns? This is not the Publick’s 
finest G&S hour — still, the production 
isn’t so bad as to justify Jack Point’s Tosca- 
like death leap from the Tower. Gilbert & 
Sullivan’s merryman should live to make 
merry again. ®

Eric Bogosian gets mellower 


BY GARY SUSMAN Describing his latest solo performance piece, 
Wake Up and Smell the Coffee, which opens at the American Repertory 
Theatre this Tuesday, Eric Bogosian travels back in time. “I used to 


smoke bongs of hash in college 
and listen to Firesign Theater, but 
in the late ’70s, I went against 
anything that was fluid or trippy 
like that because that wasn’t our 
thing. Our thing was black jeans 
and really short hair and punk 
bands, and everything had to be 
stark, and the first things I made 
were that way. I was really 
reacting against the ’60s 
spinelessness. But to reach back 
further into the Beat-head of the 
"50s and go to the source, which 
is jazz, then I really admire it and 
love it. I’m talking about Lord 
Buckley or Kerouac or all kinds of 
Beat stuff that’s very expressive 
and intuitive. 

“I wanted to get some of that 
riffing in what I’m doing. The 
part that I like about Coffee that’s 
different is the way things segue 
into each other unexpectedly. So 
much of what I had been doing 
had been discrete characters, one 
after the other. I wanted this show 
to be more of a stream of words. I 





had already started doing that in 
Pounding [Nails in the Floor with 
My Forehead], where | got into 
extended rants. I keep trying to be 
funnier. And the whole thing has 
been tied together with a grand 
metaphor of a plane ride that 
keeps going in and out through- 
out the story. And that’s unusual 
for me. I don’t think I’ve ever kept 
anything other than just frothing 
madness as a leitmotif through a 
show.” 

Over the last few years, with 
Pounding and the ensemble play 
subUrbia, Bogosian has been try- 
ing to get away from the format of 
such works as Drinking in 
America and Sex, Drugs, Rock & 
Roll, which are sequences of cor- 
rosively satirical character sketch- 

s. “There was a lot in Pounding 
that was really loud, raging stuff, 
a bit like ‘Blow Me,’ or the guy 
Red, who parallels skiing with 
screwing. Coffee may be more 
subtle, though I guess it’ll be just 
as crass as many things I’ve done. 








| As much as I love stomping 


around the stage with that bit 
‘Blow Me’ and screaming into a 
microphone, it’s not a place I can 
go to repeatedly, so that’s not in 
this show.” 

Is the 46-year-old Bogosian 
mellowing with age? “I’m defi- 
nitely mellowing. I’m also letting 
go of the romanticism of fierce- 
ness as something that is always 
good. I’ve seen too much fierce- 
ness around that I really think is 
either bogus or scary. So maybe 
it’s a more mature attitude on my 
part to want to look at all the dif- 
ferent sides of it. In fact, it’s dan- 
gerous for me to admit to any 
softness in myself. I was always 
afraid of being sentimental or 
mushy, and I’ve really avoided it. 
There’s very little mushy or senti- 
mental stuff in this show. But any 
more fluidness or openness or 
humanity in this show, yeah, I 
guess that’s an aging thing. 
Anything attributed to aging is 
seen as derogatory in our culture,

but unlike everybody else, 
I am getting older, and | 
guess I’ll just have to cop 
to it.” 

Bogosian finds _ it 
increasingly time-consum- 
ing to write a piece and 
refine it on stages around 
the country (as he has with 
Coffee), in part because he 
and wife Jo Bonney (who 
directs all his shows) are 
raising two kids, ages eight 
and 12, in New York. 
“Well,” he deadpans, “I got 
them their own apartment, 
and I just give them some 
money every week. As long 
as they don’t do drugs, it’s 
pretty cool.” 

Because of his 
decreased touring (the 
Woburn native hasn’t 
been to Boston in six 
years), he acknowledges 
that “I have to accept a 
certain level of anonymity 
at this point. Somebody 
saw the show and said,

ever seen him perform?’ 
{In fact, Bonney has 
directed Hoch’s shows.] He’s 
about 20 years younger than me. 
We love Danny. And I went back 
to Jo and said, ‘Shouldn’t it be the 
other way around?’ And she said, 
‘Eric, you haven’t been perform- 
ing much lately. Nobody knows 
you or what you do anymore.’ ” 
Bogosian places himself in a 
line of monologuists that includes 
such successors as Hoch and 
John Leguizamo and such prede- 
cessors as Brother Theodore and 
Spalding Gray. “That’s one of the 
nice things about it. It’s-a tradi- 





tion, and it'll never end. But 
there’s no documentations of 
Brother Theodore’s stuff or Lord 
Buckley’s, except on record. You 
see it, and here it is, and now it’s 
gone. So when I die in a plane 
crash next week, people who’ve 
never seen me perform are going 
to really, really regret it. So this is 
their opportunity.” ad

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Boys, boys, boys 
Backstreet Boys, the Moffatts, and the teen-idol craze 
BY GARY SUSMAN There’s not much out 


there for you to listen to these days unless 
you're a young girl between the age when boys 
stop having cooties and the age when the 
college-admissions envelopes arrive. Such girls 
are currently in charge of the pop-culture 


universe. They’re the ones who 
made Titanic the biggest movie of 
all time, put the WB network on the 
TV map, and made possible the 
current ascendancy of bubblegum 
boy bands. 

To be sure, pubescent girls have 
had such power for at least 60 
years, when the teen pop-idol 
industry began in earnest with all 
those “bobbysoxers” swooning and 
screaming over Frank Sinatra, who 
not only invented the teen-idol 
archetype — sweetly crooning, 
handsome, and just androgynous 
enough not to be too menacingly 
masculine — but first forced mass- 
marketers in every industry to rec- 
ognize teenagers as a discrete 
demographic with tastes separate 
from those of their parents and 
older siblings. The short shelf life of 
most teen idols has meant that the 
tendency toward clean, keen teen 
pop has waxed and waned many 
times over the decades. Since 
1997, however, when the supposed 
Next Big Thing (electronica) was 
upstaged by groups like Backstreet 
Boys (BSBs), Spice Girls, and 
Hanson who seemed to come (as 
Hanson’s album title put it) from 
the middle of nowhere, the teen- 
idol trend has been on the upswing. 
Today, with CDs by BSBs, Ricky 
Martin, and Britney Spears occu- 
pying the top three slots on the 
Billboard pop-album chart, the 
trend seems to be at its peak. 

The new-model teen idols vary 
only a little from the time-tested 
formulas. On the cover of BSBs’ 
new Millennium (Jive), which sold 
a record-breaking 1.1 million 
copies its first week, the five singers 
are wearing white suits and white 
bucks, and in the liner notes, three 
of them give thanks first to God; 
they could be the Pat Boones of the 
90s. BSBs, like their chief rivals, 
’N Sync, and the many other look- 
alike ensembles shooting to fame in 
their wake, epitomize the manufac- 
tured dance-music vocal combo 
(assembled by an impresario) that 


has been one of the twin strands of | 


boy-band teen idols for genera- 
tions. The other is the family act 
(assembled by stage parents), epit- 
omized by Hanson, whose most 
promising newcomers are the four 
Canadian brothers known as the 
Moffatts. Unlike BSBs, the 
Moffatts, who play Karma Club 
this Wednesday, write most of their 
own tunes and play their own 
instruments, but they have a simi- 
larly honeyed sound, and on the 
cover of their new release, Chapter 
I: A New Beginning (Capitol), these 
teens are wearing pinstripe suits 
and ties, as if to signify their corpo- 
rate ambitions. For BSBs and the 
Moffatts, as for teen idols since 
time immemorial, safety is not just 
part but the heart of their appeal.

Yet fans of both groups have 
allowed them just the tiniest bit of 
unprecedented edge. Both groups 
expect (however improbably) that 
their new releases will make listen- 
ers take them more seriously as 
artists. And both have the commer- 
cial savvy and the potential talent to 
survive beyond the inevitable end of 
the current wave. 

To study this current wave of boy 
bands is to immerse yourself in 
cheaply produced fanzines with 
titles like Hit Sensation and Starlog 
Salutes Teen Girl Power, where 
pages of rough newsprint alternate 
with glossy posters of the same 
handful of bands — mostly BSBs, 
’N Sync, and Hanson, but also the 
Moffatts, 98°, C Note, No 
Authority, Five, and Boyzone. 
There are even alternative boy 
bands, like New Jersey’s Evelyn 
Forever or the Selzers, surely the 
only boy band ever to play at New 
York punk landmark CBGB's 
(unless you count the Ramones). 
And the parallel universe of 
Christian rock has its own boy 
bands, including ska-rockers 
Insyderz and O.C. Supertones. 

One thing the new boy bands 
have that’s utterly unprecedented 
in the annals of teen idols is facial 
hair. This used to be verboten, 
since it compromised the singer’s 
androgyny, but in what may be the 
lone lasting legacy of grunge, goa- 
tees and even tattoos and piercings 
are now considered nonthreaten- 
ing. Each of these groups seems to 
have one or two guys with chin 
fuzz (except the Moffatts, who are 
barely old enough to shave) and at 
least one guy with wacky hair 
(BSBs’ pink-tressed A.J. McLean, 
’"N Sync’s pinhead-coiffed Chris 
Kirkpatrick, spiky-haired Dave 
Moffatt). 

It’s noteworthy that 
most teen idols today 
come in boy-band form; 
as with every idol-wor- 
shipped band since the 
Beatles, girls can choose 
their favorite members. 

Until about 15 years ago, 
however, teen idols 
were mostly 








solo vocalists. Each new teen idol, 
from Sinatra to Elvis to the ’50s 
Italian pin-ups (Fabian, Frankie 
Avalon, Dion) to the shaggy Beatles 
to the bad-boy Rolling Stones, had 
seemed cruder and more vulgar 
than the last, but in retrospect, they 
all seem harmless. As mediated by 
fan magazines, the singers seemed 
approachable yet remained distant, 
a safe introduction to romance 
without heartbreak. That teen idols 
could be produced industrially and 
made safe for mass consumption 
was apparent with the manufacture 
of the Monkees (modeled after the 
Beatles) and the Partridge Family 
(modeled after the Cowsills). 
Despite the number of family 
acts in the ’70s (the Jackson 5, the 
Osmonds, the DeFranco Family, 
the Carpenters), such solo singers 
as Bobby Sherman, David and 
Shaun Cassidy, and Leif Garrett 
still reigned over the Tiger Beat set. 
That began to change in the 80s 
with New Edition, who proved, a la 
Menudo, that a boy band could 
remain popular even if some mem- 
bers quit or were replaced. It’s that 
business model that seems to be 
behind the current wave of seem- 
ingly interchangeable boy bands. 
(Another change in the ’80s was 
the rise of girl idols, like Madonna, 
who sold not romance but female 
empowerment through clothes 
shopping, making possible such 
mall-performing icons as Tiffany 
and Debbie Gibson. Here too, 
however, the boy-band business 
model rules today, as the Spice 
Girls and B*WITCHED attest.) 
What Maurice Starr, the 
Boston-based mastermind behind 
New Edition and New Kids on the 
Block, was to the 80s, Orlando 
investor Louis Pearlman is to the 
90s. He built Backstreet Boys in 
1993, at the height of grunge. 
Although BSBs were the antithesis 
of the flannel-clad, scruffy-haired, 
guitar-wielding punks like 
Nirvana and Pearl Jam who then 
dominated the charts, they perse- 
vered long enough (four years, 
eons in pop terms) to see the pen- 
dulum swing back toward their 
brand of sunny, photogenic pop. 
Just as BSBs were becoming huge 
sellers who chafed at 
Pearlman’s management 
» and alleged underpay- 
ment, the rival Orlando 
quintet ’'N Sync 








emerged, looking and sounding 
very much like BSBs, finding sim- 
ilar multiplatinum success, and 
being managed by, as it turned 
out, Louis Pearlman. BSBs spent a 
year in court extricating them- 
selves from Pearlman’s seemingly 
conflict-of-interest-ridden grasp. 
Today, the two fivesomes enjoy a 
friendly rivalry at the top of the 
boy-band heap, though nipping at 
their heels are a quartet called C 
Note whose bilingual repertoire 
and three-quarters Latino line-up 
make them especially well-suited 
to capitalize on the burgeoning 
Latin pop trend. They are based in 
Orlando and managed by Louis 
Pearlman. 

If Pearlman financed the boy- 
band boom, the creative master- 
mind was arguably Johnny Wright, 
a former Starr employee who part- 
nered Pearlman in the days when 
they crafted the careers of BSBs 
and ’N Sync. Today, he’s on his 
own (though he still has an office 
near Pearlman’s at Orlando’s O- 
Town studio), managing "N Sync 
and Britney Spears. And the song- 
writer/producer behind the orches- 
tral harmonies of all three acts’ top 
hits is Sweden’s Max Martin (Ace 
of Base). 

The Moffatts have not yet 
achieved the same stratum of pop- 
ularity as BSBs, though a promo- 
tional push by mighty Capitol 
Records could well change that. 
That three of the brothers (bassist 
Clint, keyboardist Dave, drummer 
Bob) are 15-year-old triplets is a 
novelty the fan magazines never tire 
of discussing. Singer Scott Moffatt 
is the old man of the group at 16. 
Bob Moffatt has the androgyny 
thing down so well that he looks 
eerily like Jennifer Love Hewitt. A 
fan rivalry seems to be shaping up 
between Moffatteers and 
Hansoniacs, which also gives jour- 
nalists a hook. 

The Moffatts’ sound, too, 
smacks of commercial calculation; 
the quartet started as a country 
band, but as the title Chapter I: A 
New Beginning (it’s actually their 
third album), signals, they’ve bro- 
ken out of the Nashville ghetto to 

play pop rock. They cite 
Nirvana as an influ- 
ence, but they 
affect a grunge 
sound only on a 
bonus track hid- 











den well away at the end of the CD. 
Otherwise, it’s cheery vocal pop, as 
produced by Glen Ballard (the hit- 
maker behind fellow Canadian 
Alanis Morissette), that, given the 
boys’ youthful, high-pitched voices, 
inevitably sounds like Hanson. The 
songwriting, about half of it by the 
boys, has a certain sameness 
(acoustic-guitar intro, drums and 
bass kicking in later, layered har- 
monies), though the uptempo 
“Until You Loved Me” and the bal- 
lad “If Life Is So Short” stand out 
for their abundance of pop hooks. 

That songwriting formula could 
have been taken directly from 
BSBs, the title of whose new 
Millennium may imply unduly high 
hopes for the shelf life of the music. 
Although lead vocalist Brian Littrell 
and fellow singer Kevin Richardson 
have started writing a few songs for 
the group (whose line-up also 
includes A.J. McLean, Howie 
Dorough, and Nick Carter), they 
don’t deviate in style from the hit- 
making template that worked for 
“Everybody (Backstreet’s Back)” 
and “As Long as You Love Me.” 
BSBs really can sing, as evidenced 
by the molasses-like smoothness 
and richness of such ballads as “I 
Want It That Way” and “Back to 
Your Heart.” And they offer sever- 
al gifts to fans, in the form of 
“Larger Than Life” (which thanks 
the listeners who have made BSBs 
so huge) and “The Perfect Fan” 
(actually a tribute to Littrell’s 
mother). 

Neither of these records is likely 
to become a Walkman staple for 
anyone old enough to have taken 
the SAT. Still, BSBs have good ears 
for hits and strong vocal talent, the 
Moffatts have versatility and busi- 
ness smarts, and both have pro- 
fessed clean lifestyles, so neither is 
likely to end up a cautionary tale 
on VH-1’s Behind the Music. In a 
culture where even the most 
ephemeral, disposable pop turns 
out to have the half-life of plutoni- 
um, these two groups, maybe more 
than any other boy bands, are in it 
for the long haul. i

Girls, girls, girl 
The Donnas, Britney, Billie, and more 


The Donnas want some attraction. They need 


some distraction. And, in the great tradition of | 
discerning rock rebels like the New York | 


Dolls, Kiss, and the Ramones, they’d like 
some party action, too. ASAP. With nothing 
much in the way of hostages — unless you 


count those of us so thoroughly 
blown away by last year’s 
American Teenage Rock ’N Roll 
Machine (Lookout!) that we’d 
eagerly been awaiting the arrival 
of the new Get Skintight! 
(Lookout!) — the four young 
Donnas from Palo Alto deliver 
their list of demands on the 
tough-and-tuneful punk ditty 
“Party Action” as if attraction, 
distraction, and, of course, party 
action were part of some 
American Teenagers’ 
Rights currently up for congres- 
sional approval. 

To anyone who’s been following 
the saga of the Donnas, Get 


Skintight! is a landmark album of | 


sorts for the band. Because until 
the release of the “Get You Alone” 
split single with Toilet Boys earlier 
this year on Lookout!, the Donnas 
were under the mentorship of a 
modern-day Phil Spector/Shadow 
Morton-style garage-punk sven- 
gali by the name of Darrin Rafaelli, 
who discovered the all-grrrl band 
doing punk-rock cover tunes in 
high school, persuaded them to 
change their names to Donna (as 
in Donna A., Donna F,, Donna C., 
and Donna R.), and began teach- 
ing them catchy original tunes 
inspired by the blitzkrieg bop of 
the Ramones. Or, to update the 
analogy, Rafaelli was to the 
Donnas what Max Martin is to 
Britney Spears and ’N Sync — the 
guy in charge, not just managerial- 
ly but artistically. And since 
Rafaelli was older than the band, 


particularly in terms of his musical | 


taste, it wasn’t surprising that the

band’s sound was grounded in a 
sense of history that encompassed 
everything from the original girl 
groups of the ’60s to the harder 
rock candy of ’70s party-action 
dudes Kiss to the Beach-Boys-on- 
overdrive of the early Ramones to 
the post-punk bubblegum of LA's 
Redd Kross. 

Appare..tly, the Donnas learned 
their lessons well. Even without 
Rafaelli’s direct participation, Get 
Skintight!, which is produced, fit- 
tingly enough, by Jeff and Steve 
McDonald of Redd Kross, more or 
less picks up where American 
Teenage Rock ’N Roll Machine left 
off. They pull off a straight Motley 
Criie cover, “Too Fast for Love,” 
which proves only that the under- 
21 but no longer technically 
teenage Donnas know their way 
around hard-rock clichés at least as 
well as Nikki Sixx and 
have a much 
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more fully developed sense of 
structure and melody. Although the 
Donnas have now moved on to col- 
lege in their real lives, Get 
Skintight! is still set in high school, 
with its dating games and shopping 
sprees (“You don’t wanna call me 
your girl/So I guess I'll just go to 
the mall”), pot-smoking slumber 
parties (“Hook It Up”), petty van- 
dalism (“Doin’ Donuts”), Tiger 
Beat culture (“Cinderella on my 
TV/Video games killin’ me/Posters 
of Ratt and Miami 
Vice/Doin’ time with 
Ginger Spice”), and petty 
putdowns (“You’re a zero 
on my rock-o-meter/You 
wanna get hot go turn on a 
heater” and “You thought I 
would be broken-heart- 
ed/Maybe I would if you 
weren't so retarded”). 

It doesn’t, however, take 
a master’s degree in sociol- 
ogy or a kid of your own in 
10th grade to recognize that 
Dawson’s Creek provides a 
more accurate picture of 
high school in the late 90s 
than the Donnas do. In the 
wake of the Littleton inci- 
dent, most of us have been 
treated to a pretty good if 
rather grim look inside the 
average American high 
school and have seen 
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(Jive) — the album, the hit single, 
and especially the video — reduces 
the world to a suburbia of flirta- 
tious romantic encounters and cos- 
tume changes. Bands like the 
Donnas traditionally flee from the 
banality of the suburbs and toward 
the excitement of the city. Britney 
represents a much more adult 
desire to stay put in the safety and 
comfort of one’s own home. 
Fittingly, some of the first gigs 
Britney performed after graduat- 





on... Baby One More Time. It’s a 
more sophisticated album than 
Britney’s — with more in the way 
of soul and reggae undertones, and 
little touchés of polyrhythmic drum 
programming — and therefore 
perhaps a bit harder to digest 
(though, really, that puts her more 
on a level with Britney’s pals ’N 
Sync). But it does reflect the same 
sort of escape to the fantasy of pre- 
mature adulthood that’s so much a 
part of Britney’s act. It’s just that

enough of it to realize that it 
bears only a passing resem- 
blance to the quaint world of Get 
Skintight! Hell, even the album title 
— as in “I saw you standing by the 
slurpee machine/White studded 
belt and skintight jeans” — is an 
anachronism. If you’re a cool kid in 
99, you wear your Levi’s extra, 
extra baggy. 
The high school the Donnas 
do inhabit is the mythi- 
cal “Rock ’n’ Roll High 
School” popularized by 
the Ramones, a place 
that was invented in the 
70s on TV shows like 
Happy Days and has 
remained part of our 
collective unconscious 
ever since. Its roots are 
in the 50s, the decade 
that saw the birth of 
| rock and roll as a social 
"* force and the creation of 
bey the teenager as both a 
4#* marketing demographic 
and as an independent social 
force with interests that 
diverged from those of parents, 
teachers, and just about anybody 
else in a position of power. But its 
relationship to the world in the 
90s, where children are so often 
treated as adults by the courts and 
advertisers that it’s almost point- 
less to think of the teenager as 
existing separately from adults, is 
at best a tenuous one. 

If a nostalgic fantasy of high 
school is the inspiration for the 
Donnas songbook, well, it’s a 
different and much more com- 
mon escapism that fuels the work 
(and play) of more-mainstream 
teen-girl stars like Britney Spears. 

Her... Baby One 
More Time 
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ing from her stint as a 
Mouseketeer and getting axed on 
Star Search were at malls, and 
you sense in the bubbly dance- 
pop confections Max Martin 
cooked up for her an idealized 
fantasy not of high school but of a 
romance-novel adulthood in 
which there are very few problems 
that can’t be solved with a good 
boob job. In that sense, Britney 
aspires to be the late-’90s version 
of the Material Girl, the one 
Madonna incarnation that even 
Madonna has few kind words for. 
But it’s much easier to imagine 
Britney as the new Debbie 
Gibson, a one-album wonder 
whose marquee value and willing- 
ness to take direction may lead to 
a long and prosperous career 
doing Broadway musicals. 

The closest thing to a young 
Madonna right now may be 
Britain’s answer to Britney — a 
16-year-old pop phenom born 
Billie Paul Piper who performs 
under the name Billie and who 
became the first-ever female solo 
artist to debut at #1 on the English 
pop charts when her “Because We 
Want To” came out last year. 
(Britney, on the other hand, holds 
the honor of being the first female 
solo artist to debut in the Billboard 
charts with both a #1 single and a 
#1 album since SoundScan 
became a determining factor.) Like 
Britney, Billie got an early start as 
an actress and model. (The funni- 
est line in her bio: “Billie remains a 
decidedly down-to-earth young 
woman: she still lives at home with 
her family in Swindon,” as if there 
were something strange about a 
16-year-old’s living at home. 
Britney, by the way, also lives at 
home.) 

Just out in the US on Virgin, 
Billie’s debut CD, Honey to the B, 
relies on a mix of urban dance 
grooves, slick pop production, and 
a little hip-hop flavor that has more 
depth and resonance than anything 
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where Britney’s a passive Lolita 
posing as visual jailbait, Billie takes 
a more Madonna-esque approach 
to using her sexuality, and she isn’t 
afraid to say what she means. 
“Party on the Phone,” for example, 
is a slo-mo funk ode to party-line 
sex chats; and words like “sugar” 
and “honey” get tossed around 
suggestively in both the title track 
and the sample-heavy “Love 
Groove.” You get the sense that 
Billie knows a lot more about get- 
ting into the groove than Britney 
ever will. 

Billie and Britney aren’t alone in 
servicing the expanding market for 
teen stars. Warner Bros. is current- 
ly trying to find the right niche for 
15-year-old high-school freshman 
Shelby Starner, a Pennsylvania- 
bred youth whose debut CD, From 
In the Shadows, features 13 intro- 
spective folk-rock tracks written 
by Starner herself. Capitol is gear- 
ing up for the release of Jordan’s 
Sister, the debut by California 
singer/songwriter Kendall Payne, 
whose earnest self-penned tunes 
recall Jewel minus the yodeling 
And though it seems to have got- 
ten lost in the shuffle of new 
releases, another one of Papa John 
Phillips’s daughters — 18-year- 
old former model Bijou Phillips — 
recently debuted with I’d Rather 
Eat Glass (Almo Sounds), a can- 
did album of personal songs that 
brings to mind Fiona Apple’s 
debut, only with more bad-ass atti- 
tude. Even the Donnas have com- 
pany: later this year Atlantic is 
planning to put out the first album 
by a punky British band called 21st 
Century Girls featuring four 
young women between the ages of 
14 and 16. All these girls are aimed 
at different sectors of the youth 
market. Some may even cross over 
to older demographics. But in their 
own ways, they’re all looking for 
the same thing as the Donnas — 
attraction, distraction, and, of 
course, party action. i |

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DEL FUEGOS: 
HOUSE PARTYIN’ 


Look through the Del Fuegos’ cata- 
logue and you'll find a handful of 
songs that sound tailor-made for a 
reunion show: “Have You Forgotten, 

‘I Still Want You,” “The Sound of 
Our Town” — all bittersweet numbers 
with a nostalgic note already built in. 
So it’s no surprise that those songs 
sounded a bit weepier than usual 
when the reunited band played them 
for a full house at the Middle East last 
weekend. 

Doing a one-time reunion for the 
benefit of a soup kitchen run by Dan 
and Warren Zanes’s mother, the band 
thanked just about everyone they’d 
ever worked with during a 90-minute 
set. They even risked getting senti- 
mental with the stage patter. “You 
know, it wasn’t all fun and games in 
the old days,” noted singer/guitarist 
Dan Zanes at one point. “We grew up 
with a WASP background, and the 
only way we could get our emotions 
out was through our music.” More 
information than we needed. But the 
music was vintage Del Fuegos all the 
way, sticking mainly with the first two 
albums and avoiding the last two 
(which are better than Zanes thinks) 
almost entirely. More than anyone else 
on the ’80s garage circuit, the Del 
Fuegos knew the value of a slow 
groove, and they were into soul and 
country as much as three-chord rock. 
Which means that at the Middle East 
they didn’t have te come off like 
young punks in order to get it right, 
and the added rasp in Zanes’s voice 
turned out to be an asset. Sure, 
“Backstreet Nothing” sounded less 
like a Nuggets homage and more like 
a Booker T. & the MG’s homage — 
but that’s probably what they were 
aiming for in the old days. The 
Fuegos’ first few songs were positive- 
ly subtle compared to the opening set 
by Mr. Airplane Man, who played it 
primal for the crowd and demonstrat- 
ed that the line between blues rock 
and arena rock has always been thin. 

Although a few nerves were evident 
in the first couple of Del Fuegos 
songs, the band loosened up with a 
favorite cover (Brenda Lee’s “Sweet 
Nothings”) and were well into gear by 
the time “Don’t Run Wild” rolled 
around. It was guest-star time for the 
encores, as they brought out original 
drummer Steve Morrell (for the first 
single, “I Always Call Her Back”) and 
singer Peter Wolf and even gave a for- 
mal intro to dancer/cheerleader Billy 
Ruane. Wolf preceded his one-song 
cameo with a joky comment about its 
being a good summer for reunions. 
And when he drove the band through 
Elvis’s “That’s Alright Mama,” with a 
pack of old fans dancing on the side- 
lines, it wasn’t nothing but a house 
party.

MIKE NESS: 
COUNTRY HOWLER 


Portrait of an instant cowboy: Social 
Distortion’s Mike Ness, on his first 
solo tour in support of his recent 
Cheating at Solitaire (Time Bomb), 
swaggering on stage at the Berklee 
Performance Center last Friday 
dressed almost exactly the same as 
always — except that this time every- 
thing was black (just in case you had- 
n’t already figured out who his fave 
country singer might be) and came 
topped with a 10-gallon hat. These 
were Ness’s biggest acquiescences to 
the country idiom. Sure, the band 
included stand-up bass, pedal steel, 
and electric slide guitar, but at its cen- 
ter was still the tattoo’d punk outlaw 
with his Les Paul bashing out Social 
D’s trademark overdriven howl. 

At times, Ness’s unrelenting distor- 
tion seemed to get in the way of his 
new C&W tunes — his band were 
occasionally reduced to playing 
around him instead of alongside him. 
And whereas on Solitaire the best

not only a brilliant songwriter and 
singer but a defrocked priest, duelist, 
convict, galley slave, and royal favorite 
who died poor but full of honor in 
1699, age 80. Marin’s tonos are what 
one might expect from a people-pleas- 
ing courtier and lover: tuneful, deeply 
rooted in the chordal progressions 
and melodic snatches of popular song 
and ballad — and profoundly depen- 
dent upon convincing delivery to ren- 
der their seductive effect. 

The delivery here, by soprano 
Montserrat Figueras, was artful 
almost in the extreme. Under the lead- 
ership of Jordi Savall — himself per- 
haps the foremost performer on the 


tunes were the ones that seemed far-

In the 1960s, there was one place to be if 

you were a folk singer: Greenwich Village. 
Politics poured like hot coffee, invigorat- 
ing musical minds and social movements 
alike.

BY LLOYD SCHWARTZ The Boston Early Music Festival 
may have carried historical authenticity too far. Francesco 
Cavalli’s ambitious Ercole amante (“Hercules in Love”) 


failed at its first performance partly 
because this very long opera — which was 
commissioned in 1660 (nearly 20 years 
after the death of Monteverdi) by Cardinal 
Mazarin for the Paris wedding of Louis 
XIV and the Infanta Maria Theresa of 
Spain but finally not produced until two 
years later (the queen was already expect- 
ing her second child) — was performed in 
Italian. Few in the vast audience could 
understand the words. On the opening 
night of its American premiere, at the 
Emerson Majestic Theatre, the supertitles 
conked out at the beginning of the third 
and most complicated of Cavalli’s five acts. 
Boston was surely kinder to Cavalli than 
Paris was, but the cartwheels of the plot 
must have been equally incomprehensible. 


In other ways, Ercole amante, in a new - 


performing edition judiciously edited by 
artistic directors Stephen Stubbs and 
superstar lutenist Paul 
O’Dette with Robert 
Schenke, was probably 
the most professionally 
competent of all the 
operatic centerpieces 
presented in the nine 
previous biennial 
Boston Early Music 
Festivals. Cavalli com- 
mands a fascinating 
harmonic spectrum, 
with some particularly 
vivid and colorful writ- 
ing for a long scene in 
the underworld. The 
BEMF Violin Band, 
joined by members of 
the King’s Noyse (the 
Renaissance violin band 
directed by David 
Douglass) and directed 
by Stubbs and O’Dette, 
was in expectedly good 
form. Ercole amante 
has some impressive 
choral music, and the 
small BEMF chorus 
was also superb. 
Designer Robin 
Linklater decided not 
to clutter the small 
Emerson Majestic stage 
with scenery. The stage 
looked best — even 
deep — when there 
was nothing on it 
except some minimal drapery. Of course, 
this was not “authentic,” since the original 
production was given for an audience of 
thousands (exactly how many remains a 
mystery) at the opening of a splendiferous 
new theater in the Tuileries — the largest 
in the world. But it worked. Only the 
appearance of a tacky pair of wooden steps 
and a ratty divan detracted from the spare 
elegance of the set and undermined the 
laid-on-thick lavishness of the costumes 
(presumably authentic but not always flat- 
tering). Choreographer Lucy Graham pro- 
vided darices (mostly to ballet music com- 
posed by Lully), especially a grotesque 
piece in which statues come to life and an 
even more elaborate ballet for ghosts, that 
went beyond the usual textbookish terpsi- 
chore of Baroque-opera productions. L. 
Stacy Eddy’s lighting helped create atmos- 
pheric environments despite his use of 
inauthentic strobes that bounced off inau- 
thentic but dazzling mylar streamers to

suggest flashes of lightning. 

Most important, the principal singers 
weré on a more consistent level of accom- 
plishment than in past BEMF productions. 
Topped by a silly crown that looked like a 
gold birthday cake with eight-inch candles, 
baritone Nathaniel Watson nevertheless 
created a resonant Hercules violently infat- 
uated with his son Hyllo’s girlfriend Iole, 
though his weaker low notes suggested a 
bass might have been more appropriate. 
Tenor William Hite did some of his most 
honey-throated singing as Hyllo. Soprano 
Lisa Saffer glittered as lole. Swedish 
mezzo-soprano Ann Hallenberg, who had 
not only the largest but the warmest and 
most multicolored voicesin the company 
(and the best Italian), actually made one 
care about the plight of Deianira, 
Hercules’s neglected wife. Swedish tenor 
Olof Lilja (a student of Nicolai Gedda), as

Deianira’s semi-comic servant Licco, con- 
tributed positively to thé most exquisite 
music in the opera, a trio im which he offers 
hope to Iole and Deianira. 

In smaller roles, Belgian tenor Steve 
Dugardin was amusing as the asexual page 
who wonders why people fall in love; 
Claron McFadden’s tightly focused sopra- 
no brought some brilliance to the roles of 
Cynthia, in the allegorical opening scene, 
and the ghost of the Queen of Cos in the 
underworld; and baritone Donald 
Wilkinson made a strong cameo appear- 
ance as Neptune. Bass-baritone Paul 
Guttry, whom I usually admire, seemed a 
bit pale as the Tiber. In the key role of 
Juno, who succeeds in stopping Hercules’s 
romantic assault on Iole, soprano Meredith 
Hall exhibited a lacqueredjvoice that might 
please some tastes (I fous it monotonous) 
and some pitch problems that shouldn’t 
please any.

The powerful Dutch bass 
Harry van der Kamp, as the ghost 
of Eutiro (Iole’s father, murdered 
by Hercules), was the center of 
Cavalli’s most inventive scene, in 
which Iole descends into the 
underworld to seek her father’s 
aid. Lutes and harps, trumpets 
and drums, and the belching 
hand-pumped regal (fingered 
with ferocity by German harpsi- 
chordist Alexander Weimann) 
delivered some of Cavalli’s best 
tunes. Even without the superti- 
tles, one couldn’t help being 
engaged. 

Jack Edwards’s Baroque-style 
staging was at its best here and in 
other theatrical effects, like the 
storm-at-sea scene, in which the 
page drowns in billows of silk. 
Elsewhere, it was more problem- 
atical. I don’t like productions 
that confuse living theater with 
history lessons, and I’ve never 
seen an attempt to replicate old 
textbook-gestures that didn’t look 
silly. Poor William Hite, wearing a 
skirt and long blond wig that 
already made him look ridiculous 
despite his matinee-idol good 
looks, had to express his passion 
for Iole by bending his knees, 
leaning forward (does everyone in 
a Baroque opera have to lean?), 
and sticking out his pinky. (Even 
when he tried to drown himself, 
his feathered hat never moved an 
inch out of place.) Could this 
really be how intense feelings 
were expressed 300 years ago, 
before an audience of two or three 
thousand people? 

Not that operas must be “real- 
istic.” In Peter Sellars’s legendary 
production of Handel’s Giulio 
Cesare, which made no claim to

historical authenticity (it was in 
contemporary dress), the director 
transcended realism by staging 
emotional confrontations with 
“stylized” abstract movements 
and gestures. There’s a scene in 
which a mother and son, political 
prisoners, are being parted. 
Sellars’s inspired choreography of 
separation and despair was heart- 
breaking. In Ercole amante, 
another mother and son are part- 
ed, the son sent into exile. 
Director Edwards used only stock 
gestures. The two singers leaned 
(again!) toward each other and 
stretched out their arms but pro- 
jected nothing that wasn’t con- 
ventional. The music was lovely, 
but nothing about the way it 
looked got under the shallow sur- 
face. 

I’m complaining about quality 
of imagination. In her program 
note, Lucy Graham calls Ercole 
amante “one of the great tragic 
operatic masterpieces of the 17th 
century.” But this production 
lacked any suggestion of tragedy 
or urgency. For all its virtues, it 
failed — like its predecessors — 
to find a way to make the music 
not just “relevant” but emotional- 
ly or intellectually vital. 
Otherwise it’s putting a lot of 
money into just another exercise 
for specialists. 


SOME WEEKS EARLIER, on 
practically no budget at all, the 
Boston Academy of Music put on 
what so far remains the best 
opera production of the year. Il 
trittico (“The Triptych”) was 


Puccini’s antepenultimate oper- 
atic work (its world premiere 
took place at the Metropolitan 
Opera House in 1918), and two 





of these three one-acters are 
among his best achievements. I! 
tabarro (“The Cloak”) is an elo- 
quent study of human hopeless- 
ness and discontent, set to an 
evocative and restlessly harmonic 
score. And Gianni Schicchi, sug- 
gested by a few lines from 
Dante’s Inferno, is one of the best 
comic operas ever, Puccini’s 
equivalent of Verdi’s Falstaff — 
cynical, hilarious, lambently 
tuneful, mercurially orchestrated, 
like the first act of La bohéme 
without any of the ensuing senti- 
mentality, and the delicious con- 
text for one of Puccini’s best- 
loved arias, “O, mio babbino 
caro.” 

In between comes Suor 
Angelica, which depends entirely 
on the soprano in the title role to 
rise above the oozing religiosity 
and melodrama. BAM was lucky 
to have Ellen Chickering as the 
nun who discovers that her 
beloved illegitimate child has died. 
There may be more inward or 
even desperate performances 
(Maria Callas hints at this in her 
early recording of the hit aria, 
“Senza mamma”). But Chickering 
was in sensationally good voice — 
powerfully expansive yet capable 
of scaling all the way down to 
breathtaking pianissimos. 

BAM artistic director Richard 
Conrad has been building a very 
strong company of regulars. In 
Il tabarro, baritone Robert 
Honeysucker gave a _ perfor- 
mance as dramatically com- 
pelling and emotionally charged 
as it was musically eloquent as 
the Seine barge captain who 
realizes he has lost his wife to 
one of his own dockworkers. His 
aching sadness, his profound 











inwardness, and the beauty of 
his singing added up to one of 
the most moving performances 
I’ve ever seen. Then he reap 
peared, along with welcome 
guest tenor Wayne Rivera (who 
had appeared earlier as the song 
vendor in // tabarro), in a hilari- 
ous cameo in Gianni Schicchi 
Soprano Joanna Porackova, in 
her BAM debut, was generous of 
voice if uneven of control 
(“Pitch isn’t everything,” a 
friend remarked) in a large- 
scale, uninhibited portrayal that 
suggested this opera was almost 
more an allegory about how hard 
it is to be happy than a late 
example of the verismo school of 
realism. 

Tenor Ray Bauwens, the 
poignant, puppy-like stevedore, 
returned as an ardent lover in 
Gianni —_ Schicchi. Roberta 
Jannelle was a revelation as a 
gamine ragpicker — then trans- 
formed herself into the Abbess in 
Suor Angelica. The vocal intensi- 
ty and glamor of portly tenor 
Mark Nemeskal convinced you 
he could seduce the barge cap- 
tain’s wife; then he emerged as a 
slick conniver in Schicchi. 
Ample-voiced mezzo Anna Maria 
Silvestri was Angelica’s oppres- 
sive, mean-spirited dowager 
aunt, then the brains of the out- 
raged disinherited family in 
Schicchi. 

Everyone was wonderful in 
Schicchi, from Conrad himself, 
cleverer-than-thou in the title 
role, to impresario and benefac- 
tor Randolph Fuller, who made a 
memorable operatic debut as the 
trouble-making corpse (candle- 
lit, as if he had just been mur- 
dered by Tosca). Andrea

A hand- 
ful of well-placed pieces of furni- 
ture and props were enough to 
evoke the banks of the Seine, an 
austere convent, and a luxurious 
apartment. Conrad’s choice of 
1930s costumes for Gianni 
Schicchi (straw boaters, ropes of 
pearls, “Tennis anyone?” shorts) 
suggested the buoyant insou- 
ciance of Bertie and Jeeves (the 
evening ended in a pillow fight, 
with feathers flying everywhere). 
Puccini’s brooding orchestration 
captures the river in // tabarro, so 
the orchestra — on stage, behind 
the singers, and brilliantly con- 
ducted by David Daniels — 
became the river. Or embodied 
the mental machinations of 
greedy relatives.

The 
unsettling cover painting — which involves 
two naked guys, twisted grins, and an alli- 
gator — should tip you off that Parish is in 
a sinister mood; and the music doesn’t dis- 
appoint. The sound is stripped-down, the 
words are pissed-off, and there’s a lot of 
dark-shaded humor — for starters, nearly 
every song has the word “blues” in the title, 
though few are actually blues songs. And 
the seven-minute “Weird 
Sister Blues” is an adapta- 
tion of the weird sisters’ 
choruses in Macbeth, with 
appropriate horror-movie 
overtones. 

“I decided not to censor 
myself in terms of making a 
disturbing record,” he 
explains. “It started out 
being really sad, but it 
turned nasty and mean. | 
had a few songs written 
when I noticed this theme 
happening, so I ran with it 
— the whole idea of suck- 
ing blood, how your rela- 
tionship with your best 
friends, your girlfriend, and 
your boss can all have this 
parasitic nature. Some of 
the songs are testing my 
own boundaries in terms of 
what I can say in public, 
and to bring out this nasty 
side that I’m not always 
interested in bringing out 
with the band.” 

Although Parish will be

How much of Seks Bomba is serious and 
how much is send-up?

AUTO 66. Sharing the bill at Seks 
Bomba’s release party will be Auto 66, 
whose own CD (also just out) may mark 
the birth of a new genre: prog-funk. 
They’re an instrumental trio of chops- 
heavy players: guitarist Doug Vargas (who 
played with Aimee Mann in the Young 
Snakes circa 1980 and later worked with 
Chainsuck), bassist Tristram Lozaw (ex- 
Serum and occasional Phoenix reviewer), 
and drummer Joe Coe. And their sound is 
a reversal of the usual power-trio format, 
since they put the rhythm section up front 
and the guitarist in an atmospheric role. 
Vargas does a modified version of Robert 
Fripp’s Frippertronics, looping the guitar 
into an orchestral backdrop while Lozaw’s 
propulsive bass lines charge at his heels. 
Their harder tunes have a real cliffhanger 
quality — you keep waiting for that big 
solo. The quieter ambient pieces provide a 
gentle release of tension. 


JED PARISH. Officially, the Midsummer 
Knights who play the Lizard Lounge next 
Wednesday are a long-inactive garage band 
from the ’60s who’ve been living quietly in 
the suburbs for the last few decades, having 
narrowly missed being invited to the 
Lost/Remains shindig at the Paradise last 
spring. They’ll be wiping the dust off their 
vintage equipment and relearning their old 
set for this one show, which takes place on 
Midsummer Night. In reality, this line-up 
offers some familiar local faces doing a 
Dukes of Stratosphear—style tribute/paro- 
dy. Gravel Pit frontman Jed Parish is the 
keyboardist and frontman, Mike Gent (of 
the Figgs) is on guitar, Mike County 








Midsummer Knights, he’ll 
— be doing shows later this 

summer to play the darker 
solo material. “It’s funny — when I do a 
Gravel Pit show, I want people to feel that 
it’s a rocking good time; but that’s not 
always true in my solo shows. In fact, | 
played one at the Lizard Lounge recently, 
and I started feeling bad that it was such a 
bummer. People still liked it, but I was 
standing there laughing to myself and 
thinking, ‘Hey, I didn’t mean to do this. 
Gee whiz, I’m sorry.’ ”

This column’s new theme song is Mos Def’s solo opus “Hip- 
Hop,” from Rawkus Unreleased, a bonus CD that’s available 
when you purchase Rawkus’s new Soundbombing II 


compilation. With fragments of Rakim’s 
“Paid in Full” and De La _ Soul’s 
“Breakadawn” crackling in the margins, Mos 
lays the following on the line: “Hip-hop is 
prosecution evidence/An out-of-court settle- 
ment/Ad space for liquor . . . A backwater 
remedy/A bitter and tender memory/A Class 
C felony/Stimulant and sedative/Original, 
repetitive/Violently competitive/A school 
unaccredited . . . It’s all-city like Phase 
2/Hip-hop will simply amaze you/Praise 
you/Pay you/Do whatever you say to/But 
black, it can’t save you.” 

LA’s Of Mexican 
Descent know a thing or 
two about hip-hop’s bitter 
brand of tenderness; on 
their recent Exitos y mds 
éxitos EP, they kicked 
street-surrealist rhymes 
and wrestled philosophical 
pain, as if rapping itself 
had turned them into men 
who knew too much. Now, solo on the 12- 
inch single “Afternoon Focus” (Ubiquity), 
OMD’s 2Mex poeticizes to a love object 
who’s “b-girl hip-hop fresh” but, like the 
rap world itself, isn’t ready “for me and my 
decree of misery.” The uptempo produc- 
tion credited to “Nobody” — all 
chase-scene congas and fishtailing 
bass lines — brightens the corners. 
It’s a split single; on “Caution,” 
Aceyalone producer Mumbles sur- 
rounds the somber MC duo Dark 
Leaf with haunted-house murk, then 
gooses em with snare slaps straight 
out of a Bourbon Street funeral. Cut 
Chemist’s rail-grinding mid-song 
scratch solo on “Caution” is the 
voice of the dude who knows all the 
horror-movie rules, chillin’ in the 
balcony and heckling the suckas on 
the screen. 

As a clutch of Southern rappers 
have recently demonstrated, hip-hop 
is the last place in pop where region- 
alism can still go national. But you 
have to take the bad with the Goodie 
Mob: Cool Breeze’s East Point’s 
Greatest Hit (A&M) isn’t as rich and 
random a feast as the various 
Organized Noize productions — like 
Outkast’s superb “Slump,” from 
Aquemini (LaFace) — that Breeze 
has guested on. His “Cre-A-Tine (I 
Got People)” (A&M, 12-inch) thinks 
locally, paging through a photo 
album of ghetto stars and parolees, 
but fails to rap globally. Even with an 
underwater sonar bass hook, the 
song’s a lowered Caddy that can’t do 
nothin’ but circle the block. My 
favorite Southern-rap product right 
now is JT Money’s weirder, catchier 
single “Who Dat” (Priority, 12- 
inch). It features the irascible mixed- 
gender duo drawling rhymes about 
keeping territorial watch on "hood 
and crew while the drum machines do a 
hummingbird impression and a 
Parliament/“Children of Production”—style 
choir hootie-hoos like crazy. 

Whereas the “Dirty South” maps its self- 
contained kingdoms in funky detail, some 
of New York’s finest — like Genius/GZA, 
a core-group elder from the Wu-Tang Clan 
— sound as lost in their own home town as 
Tom Waits’s rain dogs. Early Wu revela- 
tions like “C.R.E.A.M.” and Genius’s own 
Liquid Swords (Geffen) had an air of base- 
ment-cloistered claustrophobia, so maybe 
we can blame the Clan’s recent derelictions 
of dopeness — the RZA’s almost willfully 
wack Bobby Digital in Stereo (V2), Ol’ 
Dirty Bastard’s coast-to-coast courtroom 
tour — on the vertigo of celebrity. For this

crew, the world just got too big too fast. 

On his new i2-inch single “Breaker 
Breaker” (MCA), Genius barks the CB- 
radio chorus as if he were calling his scat- 
tered Wu convoy for back-up; on the B- 
side, he updates his 1996 record-company 
name-check spree “Labels” as “Publicity,” 
working rhymes around a string of maga- 
zine names — from Ebony to Creative 
Loafing — like a paranoid media critic 
bum-rushing the newsstand. It’s a tight 
single, but it could use some of the flam- 
boastin’ flair NYC’s Beatnuts demonstrate 
on “Watch Out Now” 
(Relativity, 12-inch), a 
givin’ -the-competition-a- 
heat-rash anthem for b- 
boys who turn playa when 
the weather gets nice. The 
B-side “Turn It Out” fea- 
tures the return of Greg 
Nice (as in the pop-rap 
duo “Nice and Smooth”), 
plus a ridiculous flamenco hook that gets

call her his “dog chow” on her tune “Top of 


the World.” On DJ Premier’s mix of her

“| got to get the shit straight . . . | 
got no reset for this game,” Miho 
raps, as if she were so over 
being the cute Asian chick with 
the eat-to-the-beat-y’all flow. 
Because city life in '99 is as full of 
pain and possibility as ever — no 
matter how fast you pedal, you 
still have to watch those pot- 
holes. So Hatori and player/pro- 
ducer Yuka Honda take it easy 
on the food metaphors that got 
their 1997 debut Viva! La Woman 
pigeonholed as novelty trip-hop, 
digging instead on nervous funk 
and pensive samba, until they 
can feel the city breathin’. 
Honda's beats finally blossom 
into actual songs, and there's a 
sexy, daffy illogic in the way they

SPOON (Warner Bros.). The 
picture of the naked obese 
woman in a dunce cap on the 
cover — aside from simply being 
the sort of gross-out image that 
Al Jourgensen has always 
favored — is almost certainly 
meant to suggest one possible 
interpretation of the quite excel- 
lent album title.

Way To Succeed and the Way To 
Suck Eggs (Sire) and the 
Lollapalooza tour that followed, 
Dark Side of the Spoon is a pret- 
ty disappointing effort. Or, more 
accurately, it's just more of the 
same dense programmed thrash 
and dirge metal with junkie-goth- 
ic overtones that was already 
Starting to sound dated on 1996's 
Filth Pig (Warner Bros.).

LOVE (DreamWorks). Randy 
Newman has always struck a fine 
balance between the surly neuro- 
sis of a satirist and the near- 
maudlin sentimentality of a show- 
biz scion, and his new release 
shows that, at age 55, the full 
range is still intact. 
Notwithstanding that the irony he 
pioneered has become the lingua 
franca of pop culture, he can still 
be biting — as on “I'm Dead,” 
where he assumes the persona 
of a rock version of Archie Rice 
(the aging and wretched music- 
hall performer played by Olivier 
in The Entertainer) confessing 
that “each record that | make/is 
like a record that I've made/Only 
not as good,” or on “My Country,” 
which depicts a nation of emo- 
tionally frozen TV _ addicts. 
Somewhat less impressive are 
“The Great Nations of Europe” 
and “The World Isn't Fair,” obvi- 
ous if accurate poly-sci com- 
plaints delivered in an unengag- 
ing kind of Broadway sprech- 
stimme. But the flip side — the 
melancholy love songs — are 
uniformly good, with “I Miss You" 
and “Better Off Dead” mining a 
vein of melancholy regret. This is 
a worthy addition to the canon, 
and though it may all sound pret- 
ty familiar by now, Newman 
shows that, unlike his “I'm Dead” 
protagonist, he still has a few 
things to say.

*x*x* Moviola, THE DURABLE 
DREAM (Spirit of Orr). The 
increasingly barren indie-rock 
landscape would be downright 
deserted without bands lke 
Moviola, the Columbus quartet 
who by last year had produced 
three shimmering, low-fi albums 
amid a flurry of seven-inches and 
compilation tracks. On _ their 
fourth full-length, this sturdy 
band ratchet up the sound quali- 
ty and streamline their playing 
without detracting from its mod- 
est charms. All four members 
sing, and each displays a cool 
intellectual wit that, coupled with 
the lolling melodic songs, makes 
Moviola sound like a Midwestern

In “Crowding the Sky,” a 
rhythm seems to pick up steam 
as guitars cascade in and out of 
the three vague yet nicely word- 
ed verses; like many of these 
songs, it has no chorus.

Boy/Arista). Ma$e's fame began 
with a verse on the late Notorious 
B.1.G.'s sublime “Mo Money, Mo 
Problems,” and his glitzy, MTV- 
friendly image earned him 
denouncements from countless 
underground rappers with noth- 
ing better to rap about.

kkk NO BOUNDARIES 
(Epic). How anyone was able to 
throw together a high-profile, 
major-label benefit CD inspired 
by a global human tragedy with- 
out including Sting in the project 
is a total mystery. But here it is, 
a genuine Sting-free compilation 
dedicated to raising funds to 
provide aid for the Kosovo 
refugees through three interna- 
tional agencies (CARE, OXFAM, 
and Doctors Without Borders) 
Epic was kind enough to volun- 
teer the services of six of its 
heavy hitters: Pearl Jam, who 
contribute two previously unre- 
leased cover tunes from a 1998 
fan-club-only vinyl single, "Rage 
Against the Machine (“Ghost of 
Tom Joad” live), Korn (a remix of 
“Freak on a Leash"), Black 
Sabbath (a remix of 
“Psychoman"), Oasis (the 
obscure import B-side “Take Me 
Away”), and Indigo Girls (“Go” 
live).

The 
point of the collection seems to 
be that automobiles, now mere
